“The outlook for permanent 
peace should have a favorable ef- 
fect on world economic .and do- 
mestic conditions. It relieves the 
tension between the various coun- 
tries and releases a tremendous 
amount of money used in war 
preparations. 

“And with respect to domestic 
affairs, anything that affects any 
part of the world affects us. Busi- 
ness was already beginning to im- 
prove before the war scare start- 
ed.and now I look for a substan- 
tial improvement in business this 
fall. 

“The peace treaties will mean 
an increase in world trade, and 
that is what we must get back to. 
Furthermore, the negotiations will 
probably lead to further agree- 
ments that will cut down trade 
barriers.” 

W. F. BROADWELL, of Courts 
& Company: 

“European affairs have been 
overshadowing everything else 
for the past few weeks. Perhaps 
now we can take our minds off 
Europe and put them to work in 
our businesses. I saw a definite 
indication that business was on the 
upturn before things got serious 
in Europe. It probably will pick 
up and go ahead now. 

“The steps taken 
the peace have removed fear of 
what the consequences would 
have been had there been war. I 
believe we will now have several 
years of peaceful times through- 
out the world. The fact that peace 
exists will enable the nations of 
the world to devote their time 
and energies to commerce.” 

RAYMOND A. Kline, president 
and general manager of Davison- 
Paxon Company: “I certainly 
think the mental attitudes of peo- 
ple should be better now that we 
re not going to have war.

Second—Our sympathies are far 
from neutral. If Great Britain and 
France had gone to war with 
Geimany and Italy, about two- 
thirds of us would range Ourselves 
on the side of England and France 

A third of us would declare no 
sympathy with either side, leaving 
only a handful who will sym- 
pathize with Hitler and Mussolini. 

Finally—If war had come, we 
believe it is likely to be the fault 
of Germany and Italy, just as we 
stilt believe that the World War 
of 1914 was chiefly the fault of 
the Kaiser's Germany.

Warning for States to Fol- 
low Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—(UP) 
The Social Security Board, formal- 
lv cutting off further funds from 
Ohio's old-age pension’§ system, 
served notice on all states. tonight 
that it expects rigid observance of 
its regulations. 

The board notified Governor 
Martin L. Davey, of Ohio, that the 
Ohio pension system will receive 
no further funds until state ad- 
ministrators show that regulations 
for disbursement of federal funds 
are being complied with. 

Following similar suspensions of 
assistance in Oklahoma and Illi- 
nois, the Ohio situation reflected 
insistence of board members on 
meticulous observance of their 


rules. Board officials, however, | 


said that no investigations of ad- 
ministrations in other states are in 
progress. 

SSB officials pointed out that 
Davey had dismissed Henry J. 
Berrodin, chief of the Ohio divi- 
sion of aid, for attempting to meet 
the 12 specifications under which 
the board offered to continue its 
share of funds for the state’s 110,- 
000 recipients. 

Davey was advised formally that 
Ohio’s September check was the 
last “until a showing. has been 
made.” 

The board had no indication of 
what action, if any, Ohio will take 
to meet its requirements before a 
new Governor takes office in Jan- 
uary.

proposed railway wage cut is part| 


of a conspiracy to check recovery 


and discredit the administration! 


was countered today by carrier 
testimony that the roads face a 


financial crisis threatening their 


very existence. 


Both contentions were advanced | 
before the special fact-finding | 
board appointed by President | 


Roosevelt in an effort to avert a 
nation-wide rail strike. 

Tom Davis, counsel for the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Traine 
men, said the 15 per cent wage 
reduction proposed by rail man- 
agements was only the beginning 


of a drive to “slash wages in every 


industry in the nation.” 

“The effort of the railroads to 
force a cut in wages is directed 
and controlled by Wall Street and 
the railroad bankers,’ declared 
the attorney. 

“We will show the devious trail 
of banker control! of the railroads 
of this nation and will show you 
the looting of the American rail- 
road systems by the financial 
houses of Morgan & Company, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company and other 
investment bankers,” 

Davis was followed by Dr. J. H 
Parmelee, director of the Bureau 
of Railway Economics of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads. 

He said the railways’ predica- 
ment was due to “the continued 
severeness of the 1938 depression.” 
following seven lean years of re- 
duced traffic and inadequate earn- 
Ings. 

“During the first eight months 
of 1938, total operating revenues 
were smaller by 20 per cent than 
in the same period of 1937, while 
net railway operating income de- 
creased 62 per cent. The carriers 
this year, during those same eight 
months, failed to earn their in- 
terest and other fixed charges by 
$182,000,000.”

Georgia marble now houses the greatest 
library in the world, destined over the years to 
have on its shelves a mere 10,000,000 volumes 
plus a few odd millions in assorted maps, docu- 
ments and manuscripts. By way of contrast, 
the Carnegie library in Atlanta houses but 190,- 
000 volumes. The library referred to is known 
as the annex to the Library of Congress, which 
itself contains 5,000,000 more volumes. 

The annex, which was only recently com- 
pleted, is the most modern structure of its kind 
in the world, in addition to being the most 
spacious. Four floors of the two-acre building 
have a 35-foot band of offices and workspace. 
The core of the building, and a set-back fifth 
floor, is composed entirely of bookstacks. Three 
basements provide still other space for the 
printing office and bindery, for photographic 
departments and the other technicians neces- 
Sary in the operation of a great library. 

The library will provide more than three 
times the capacity of the British Museum, the 
national library of the empire, of France's 
national library. The Vatican library, one of 
the finest in the world, houses but 600,000 
volumes.

PEACE ON ANOTHER FRONT. 


When the federal government's proposed 
10-year public health program was first an- 
nounced, officials of the American Medical 
Association objected bitterly to the possibility 
of “centralization of control of medical service 
by federal authority.” They still do. They in- 
sist, and rightfully so, that the practice of 
medicine should be left entirely in the hands 
of the doctors. 


Last week, however, the house of delegates 
of the association, meeting in Chicago, assigned 
the whole question to a committee to analyze 
each phase of the program. Contrary to gen- 
eral expectations, this committee rendered a 
report so conciliatory, so co-operative in spirit, 
it should go a long way toward easing the ten- 
sion, as well as solving the vexatious problem 
of how best to utilize the agency of govern- 
ment in medical care. 


The doctors, of course, have never been in 
disagreement as to the desirability of enlarging 
medical and hospital services. They, above all 
others, have always strived to that end. The 
difference of opinion arose over how best it 
could be done with the aid of the federal gov- 
ernment. As an indication of their willingness 
to do their part in broadening these services 
to the people, in co-operation with the govern- 
ment, the report was sufficiently specific. 


The health of impoverished persons, it was 
agreed, should be protected by use of federal 
and state funds when necessary; a department 
of health should be established with a physi- 
clan as a cabinet member; public health, ma- 
ternal and child welfare service should be ex- 
panded, although it was urged that, better use 
shoyld be made of existing hospital facilities. 
New buildings should be constructed only when 
necessary. Compulsory health insurance was 
opposed. It would lead straight to “political 
control and manipulation,” it was contended, a 
condition no reputable physician would tolerate. 
On the other hand, hospital service insurance 
and cash indemnity insurance policies for per- 
sons suffering from prolonged illness, as well 
as some form of compensation insurance for 
workers while disabled, were considered highly 
desirable. 

These recommendations were unanimously 
approved by the house of delegates. A com- 
mittee of seven was appointed to confer with 
federal authorities with the report as a basis 
for negotiation. Local medical authorities were 
urged not to hestitate in co-operating with the 
government in organizing community service 
agencies for taking gare of the sick with the 
aid of federal funds, ° 

It should occasion no surprise that the doc- 
tors acted in a spirit of co-operation. When 
the program was first announced, it seemed so 
vast, so far-reaching, so lacking in co-ordina- 
tion, so wasteful in the light of their experience 
in getting a doljar’s worth of service out of 
each dollar spent, so fraught with the danger 
of placing American medicine under the con- 
trol of the quacks and the politicians, that the 
first impulse was to oppose it in toto with all 
the power at their command. Or did threats 
of prosecution in alleged violation of anti-trust 
laws contribute anything to a solution of a dif- 
ficult problem? 

With a better understanding by the authori- 
ties in Washington of the difficulties to be 
overcome; with a determination to repress a 
too hasty execution of the plan; with a will- 
ingness on the part of the doctors to guide, to 
Suggest, to co-operate, there is no reason to 
doubt that a worthwhile program of enlarged 
medical services will emerge. One important 
point, however, should not be forgotten: The 
practice of medicine should be left exc a 
in the hands of the doctors. 


A LOGICAL DECISION 


Work of improving the cyclorama depicting 
the Battle of Atlanta may now be completed 
without legal block under a decision by Su- 
perior Court Judge Virlyn Moore. Since the 
work has been approved by experts, including 
Wilbur Kurtz, the people of Atlanta may feel 
assured that the work now in progress will not 
harm, but only enhance, the $1,000,000 paint- 
ing and its striking setting. 

The cyclorama is classed as a great work 
of art, and its value to the people of the city 
cannot be estimated in terms of monetary 
worth. The work being accomplished will cost 
Slightly more than $35,000.and may be expected 
to so add to the attraction of the painting that 
the expenditure will be quickly returned in in- 
creased admissions. 

Mr. Kurtz has been closely associated with 
the work at the Grant Park Museum during the 
last several years, and probably is more familiar 
with the huge canvas than any living man. His 
assertion that the painting will not be damaged 
in any way therefore Carries more than usual 
weight. 

The lighting effects are not gaudy and will 
not impart a side-show atmosphere to the 
cyclorama, but on the contrary will enhance 
the striking beauty of the action depicted. The 
work may be expected to attract an even greater 
number of tourists to Atlanta, and when other 
historical memorials have been completed, will 
make this city a mecca for those interested in 
the rich past of the south. Coming to view 
the mementoes of the past, they may be ex- 
pected to be impressed by the present and the 
prospects of the future. Nothing should be 
stinted to deepen that impression.

I first met Hu Shih, the newly- 
appointed Chinese ambassador to 
the United States, in 1915 or 1916 
at Columbia University. He had 
come to America to study agricul- 
ture at Cornell University. Some- 
how he had wandered off into 
philosophy and had ended up at 
Columbia. 

I knew nothing about China, ex- 
cept that Uncle Charley Beard dis- 
liked Yuan Shih-kai who ante- 
dated Stalin and Hitler and Mus- 
solini by two decades. Yuan want- 
ed to be a_ dictator and Uncle 
Charley objected. Yuan became a 
dictator and lasted until he went 
mad and wanted to be an emperor. 
Then the Chinese people objected 
— and that was the end of Yuan 
Shih-kKai. 

Hu Shih and I did not discuss 
such questions then. We were op- 
posed to war. We were members 
of the Coliegiate Anti-Militarism 
League, which was a fighting or- 
ganization. We believed in peace 
—not the peace that makes for 
more wars, more immediate wars, 
but for a peace that passeth un- 
derstanding. That is, a peace with- 
out wars—a peace because 
will not fight. 

ALREADY KNOWN 
AS “YOUNG SAGE” 

There were two Chinese among 
my acquaintances then: Hollington 
Tong who studied journalism and 
waited on tables, and Hu Shih, 
who studied everything and. be- 
came a philosopher. When I arriv- 
ed in China in 1918, Hollington 
Tong was what one might call a 
public relations counsel to the 
president of China, while Hu was 
immersed in philosophic and lin- 
guistic studies and was already 
known as the “young sage” to dif- 
ferentiate him from Confucius. 

Still, when it came to ordering 
a dinner, Hu was the better man. 
He introduced me to the niceties 
of the Peking duck and the joys 
of 40-year-old Chinese rice wine. 
And I have this to say about Lu- 
cius Beebe, that until he has be- 
come a devotee of both, he has still 
to learn the art of eating and 
drinking. And when you add to a 
Peking dinner the witty and 
charming conversation of Hu _ 
and his friends, then dining cea 
to be a prelude to digestion es 
becomes the most perfect of arts. 

Hu Shih was still a boy in 1917, 
when he returned to China from 
America, but he had _= already 
achieved such a position -in his 
own country and among his own 
people that a’ friend could only 
stand by in wonderment. He and a 
colleague, Chen Tu-shu, had stir- 
red the imaginations of the Chi- 
nese intellectuals by introducing 
into Chinese lif2, “The Literary 
Revolution.” They asked: “Why 
should not the literature of the 
people be written in the language 
that they speak?” 

Wycliffe, Dante, Luther—they 
and others in other lands, cen- 
turies ago, asked this same ques- 
tion when they overthrew Latin 
and Greek as the language of 
scholarship and wrote the vulgar 
tongue that men spoke. They took 
the mystery out of learning and 
freed men’s minds from bondage 
to fixed forms. Hu and Chen did 
that for China. 

LINGUISTIC FREEDOM 
GOAL FOR AUTHOR 

Chen, in time, became a Com- 
munist and eventually a Trotsky- 
ist, and I have no idea what has 
become of him. But Hu continued 
to fight for linguistic freedom. 

He started a movement for a 
single national language .for the 
Chinese people, who are as split 
into dialectic groups as they are 
divided geographically by lack 
of communications. “Pei Hua,” 
the northern dialect became the 
national tongue. Surprisingly 
swift was the popular response to 
this movement. Every. village 
school became an incubator fol 
the national tongue. [ am con- 
vinced that were it not for this 
movement, which affected 
significantly the generation that is 
now coming into maturity in 
China, the resistance to Japan 
would not have been more effec- 
tive than the resistance to Great 
Britain and France was in the 
1840's. People who cannot talk to 
each other will not long hold to- 
gether in a common cause. 

Hu wrote a “History of Chinese 
Philosophy,’ which became a best 
seller. He only wrote the first 
volume; the two additional pro- 
jected volumes remain projected 
because Hu became too much the 
man of affairs to sit in his study 
reading Buddistic Sutras: I feit 
that it was a sad loss to China 
that Hu turned to politics and we 
used to argue about this often. 
China did not gain a great polit- 
ical leader in Hu; but the world 
lost the product of a penetrating 
mind. 

FIGHT TO PRESERVE 
UNIVERSITY FREEDOM 

Two influences made Hu polit- 
ical, however: One was that he 
sought to preserve the Peking na- 
tional University as a seat of 
learning and that was a political 
task. For the politicians were ever 
seeking to grab the university and 
it took political cunning and acu- 
men to save the university from 
them. 

The other influence is Hu’s in- 
ability to keep away from people. 
He is by nature and habit as much 
the mixer as the scholar. Those 
who do not admire his scholarship 
say that he prefers a social to a 
scholarly life. Whichever way you 
put it, Hu likes people. And he 
likes to give advice. He likes to 
put his oar in. He could no more 
keep out of things than Al Smith 
can keep off a public committee 
in New York City. 

In spite of this pre-occupation 
with politics, Hu Shih wrote the 
“Development of the Logical 
Method in Ancient China,” which 
was his doctor’s thesis at Colum- 
bia. It is still the best introduc- 
tion to ancient Chinese philosophy. 
in English in 


most 


It has been translated tnto many 
languages, including the Japanese. 

A collection of poems published 
in 1917 called “A Book: of Experi- 
ments” became a best. seller. 
When I last inquired, it had gone 
into 12 editions. This was the first 
conscious attempt to use the spok- 
en language of the Chinese in for- 
mal poetry. Hu was uncertain 
about it himself. He said: “A wom-| 
an whose feet have undergone) 
long periods of cruel binding, can| 


Yet, Hu’s mind has never really 
been bound because he always re- 
belled against the binders. He not 
only strove to free others, but he 
actually accomplished the aston- 
ishing: He freed his own mind. 


AUTHOR'S FIGHT 
ON CORRUPTION 


I cannot here discuss all of Hu’s 
literary work, but I must refer to 
his articles in the magazine, “The 
Crescent Moon,” which appeared 
between 1928 and 1930. This was 
the most crucial period in China's 
history. All of China was seething 
with revolution, The Russians had 
appeared with their corruptive 
philosophy of life and their even 
more corruptive politics. European 
garrisons were stationed in Chi- 
nas principal cities. Chiang Kai- 
shek was seeking to establish a 
government in Nanking, but hope- 
less mandarinism had grafted it- 
self upon the revolutionary cause 
and the liberal spirit was being 
snuffed out. 

Hu and his group demanded 
that the rights of man be defined 
in a constitution. His articles in 
the “Crescent Moon” on this sub- 
ject were sensational. He attacked 
corruption. He attacked despotism. 
He attacked graft. He said: “If 
there is-a real desire to. protect 
the rights of man and to have a 
true government by law, the first 
prerequisite should be a constitu- 
tion of the Chinese republic.” He 
further said: “We want some law 
to fix the proper limits of the gov- 

rent bevond which acts be- 
come illegal. We ask for a conven- 
tion that will define hal safe. 
guard man's person, liberty and 
property.” 

Chiang Kai-shek did not like Hu 
in those days. Hu was living in 
the International Settlement in 
Shanghai and the Kuomintang 
party men, who tn those days were 
as nasty as Nazi aré today, threat- 
ened Hu. Thev acetised him of 
hiding behind tritish bavonets 
Hu was then lecturing a-Woosung 
which was indubitably in Chinese 
territory. He made an announce- 
ment in the Chinese press to the 
effect that he would be in Woo- 
sung at certain specific times and 
places and that if anyone wished 
to arrestor shoot him, he would 
be there for the purpose. They 
never dared, 

EDITED LIBRARY 
OF CHINA'S FICTION 

Another tremendous job that Hu 
did was to edit a library of China's 
fiction, standardizing the text and 
writing a historical introduction to 
each novel. Fiction and a certain 
tvpe of folk drama were the only 
forms of literature written in the 
vulgar dialects of the people. Hu’s 
accomplishment was to give these 
works literary and artistic form. 
And Hu knows his literature, for 
even he may have forgotten that 
at the age of 23 op 24, he won 
the Hiram Corson prize at Cor- 
nell for the best essay on Robert 
Browning. 

In one of the most remarkable 
essays of our time, “My Credo 
and Its Evolution,” first published 
in the “Forum” and then in a col- 
lection entitled, “Living Philoso- 
phies,”’ Ru Shih wrote: “It is from 
Professor (John) Dewey that / 
have learned that the most sacred 
responsibility of a man's life is ta 
endeavor to think well. To think 
sluggishly, to think without strict 
regard to the antecedents and oon- 
sequences of thought, to accept 
ready-made and unanalyzed con- 
cepts as premises of thinking, to 
allow the personal factors uncon- 
sciously to influence one’s think- 
ing, or to fail to test one’s ideas 
by working out their results—is 
to be intellectually irresponsible.” 


HE TRIES HARD 
TO THINK STRAIGHT 

And I think that Hu has always 
lived up to that. He has tried 
hard to think straight, No group 
were more unpopular with the 
great Chinese mass in 1927 than 
the Christian missionaries. For 
two vears, the Communists under 
Russian leadership, had been 
smearing the American and Brit- 
ish missionary with foul propa- 
ganda. Yet it was in July, 1927, 
that Hu had the courage to write 
in the Forum: “The part played 
by the missionaries in the mod- 
ernization of China will long be 
remembered by the Chinese, even 
though no Christian church be left 
there. They were the pioneers of 
the new China. .. They agitated 
against footbinding which’ eight 
centuries of esoteric philosophiz- 
ing in native China had failed to 
recognize as an inhuman institu- 
tion. se ; 

During the past few years, I 
have not seen as much of Hu as 
I should have liked. Even when 
he has been in this country, we, 
suffered from a sharp difference 
of opinion. For I do not believe 
tnat the United States should go 
to war with Japan or any other 
country—and Hu is serving his 
country here and his country 
would benefit from American in- 
tervention. 

Nevertheless, two decades of 
constant and loving friendship 
binds us and I rejoice that Amer- 
icans will have an opportunity to 
know his wit and charm. We may 
even learn to imitate the gentle 
gestures of an old people rejuve- 
nated.

Cotton prices were higher this 


week, largely as a result of the 
more favorable turn in the polit- 
ical situation in Europe. The 10- 
market average price for middling 
7-8-inch was 8.25 cents in Fri- 
day, September 30, or 23 _ points 
higher than a week earlier, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. 

Spot cotton markets were less 
active than usual for this time of 
year. Sales of. 220,000 bales were 
reported in the 10 designated mar- 
kets, compared with 254,000 in 
the preceding, 589,000 in the cor- 
responding week a year ago, and 
412,000 bales two years ago. 

Inquiries for American cotton 
from most important foreign buy- 
ers continued few with those to 
Germany and Japan again pre- 
dominating, according to reports 
from southern markets. The week 
totaled 111,000 bales, compared 
with 82,000 last week and 213,000 
bales in the corresponding week 
last season. 

Exports of 588.000 bales for the 
season to September 29, were 31 
per cent less than in the same pe- 
riod a year ago. Exports to Ja- 
pan for the season to date exceed 
those to any other country. 
amounting to about one-fourth of 
the total for the season.

Woman Relates How Mate 
Struck Her, Set Gas- 
Fed Flames. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Oct. 1.—(4) 
Police wrote into their records to- 
day an injured woman's story of 
a narrow escape from the flam- 
ing interior of her trailer home, 
after a struggit in which she ac- 
cused her husband of hitting her 
on the head with a hammer and 
then setting fire to his gasoline- 
soaked clothing.

Eagles, dazed by the blows, man- 
aged to wrest away from her hus- 
band and escape from the trailer 
as the man set fire to his own 
clothes. 

Employes of a nearby plant were 
attracted by the fire and attempt- 
ed to put it out with water.

SUCCUMBS AT 71 


Henry A. Hunt, Georgian, 
Dies in Washington. 


FORT VALLEY, Ga., Oct 1.— 
/P)—Henry A. Hunt, negro edu- 

rr who won national attention 
his activities among negroes, 
last night at Washington, D. 
where he was employed as 
of the negro relations sec- 
n of the Farm Credit Adminis- 
He was 7]. 
Hunt had served in Washington 
1933, when he was employed 

assistant to Henry Morgenthau 
then governor of the FCA but now 
secretary of the treasury. In his 
position, he advised negroes, prin- 
cipally in the south, on how to use 
the FCA resources and how 
form credit unions. 

The picturesque six-foot, two- 
inch educator was born at Sparta, 
Ga. went to Atlanta University 
and paid his way by working as a 
carpenter, being graduated in 1890 
with the bachelor ot arts degree. 

He served variously as principal 
of a school at Jackson, Miss., and 
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Fort Valley Normal and Industrial

REACH HIGH LEVELS 
UR THIRD QUARTER 


New Court House and 
Church Annex Major Items 
in Permit Listing. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., Oct. 1.—Ac- 
celeration of construction, and in- 
creased industrial pay rolls here 
during the third quarter of 1938 
have kept pace with quickened 
southern progress, and have re- 
flected a general improvement 
in business optimism, city author- 
ities report. 

LaGrange, they assert, failed to 
experience. the usual summer 
slump in building or employment. 

A steady gain in construction 
Was noted during the quarter, 
building permits totaling $280.340. 
a peak for the year. This sum is 
well in excess of. earlier figures, 
the January-March total being 
$56,920, and the April-June total 
$/8,104. The chief project listed 
called for construction of the new 
rroup county courthouse, with 
jail and office annex. the permit 
allowing expenditure of $240,670. 
Work.on this building was begun 
in August. Work also was begun 
during the quarter on the new 
$60,000 Sunday school annex to 
the First Baptist church.

business expansion is 
'ndicated in the erection 
Wholesale grocery company 
of a new building valued at ap- 
proximately $8,000, and by an oi! 
company storage plant valued at 
$5,000. 

Meanwhile, mill . officials re- 
vealed a general increase of ap- 
proximately 5 per cent in indus- 
trial pay rolls in the mills in and 
near LaGrange. 

Outstanding among public trans- 
actions during the quarter was the 
passage in August of a bond issue 
which will permit bonds totaling 
$155,000 to be sold by the city of 
LaGrange, as the first step in a 
program for building, equipping, 
and enlarging schools of the city. 
Funds thus raised will be sup- 
plemented by approximately 
$126,000 of federal monies, an ap- 
propriation amounting to $115.695 
having already been made and °n 
additional sum being’ anticipat- d. 
Plans call for the rebuilding of 
Harwell Avenue’ school, oldest 
building in the city system, funds 
appropriated by the Works Prog- 
ress Administration totaling $53.,- 
910; for building of a negro school. 
the federal appropriation being 
$31,500; and for expansion of Hill 
Street school, the appropriation 
being $29,286. A fourth school, to 
replace a building now rented for 
use as Dunson school, is also a 
part of the building program, the 
decision pending a further gov- 
ernment allotment. 

Still another feature 
school improvement program is 
the renovation of the LaGrange 
High school athletic field lighting 
system, made possible by the co- 
operation of the city officials, the 
board of education, .and the local 
Lions Club. A sum of $350 has 
been spent to improve the effec- 
tiveness of the lighting, making 
the stadium one of the best 
equipped among secondary schocls 
in this section.

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1938 Term To Open Monday 
in Atmosphere of 
Tranquillity. 


WASHINGTON 
The supreme court 
1938 term Monday amid condi- 
tions contrasting sharply with 
those that ushered in the 1937 se«- 
sion. Approximately 400 cases are 
on the docket. 

It was one year ago tonight— 
three days before he took his 
court seat—that Justice Hugo L. 
Black delivered a radio address in 
which he said he had been a mem- 
ber of the Ku Klux Klan but had 
resigned. 

There also were continued re- 
percussions from the long congres- 
sional battle over President Roose- 
velt’s proposal to reorganize the 
judiciary. 

But the new term begins in an 
atmosphere of tranquillity. Only 
two justices described by Roose- 
velt men “conservative”—Mc- 
Reynolds and Butler—remain. 

The principal discussion centers 
around tbe likely successor of Jus- 
tice Benjamin N. Cardozo, who 
died last July. Belief is that the 
President will make no nomination 
until congress convenes next Jarn-— 
uary. g

Duties of president in = an

proceeding with the election. 

The president should careful- 
ly outline a written “order of 
business” for the election so 
that she may with cer- 
tainty the correct steps as out- 
lined by parliamentarians. 

Nominating committee: Select 
women are likely to 
become candidates: who know 
the membership and those best 
qualified to serve as officers. 

The duty of the nominating 
committee Is to interview 
eligible members and secure 
their consent to serve (if elect- 
ed.) If the committee decides 
to nominate one of its members. 
and that member consents, she 
should retire from the commit- 
tee at once and someone should 
be appointed in her stead. 

he chairman of the nomi- 
naung committee has the same 
privilege as any other member 
in committee meetings. If nom- 
inations are not decided by 
agreement of the committee, 
they must then be put to vote 
in the committee meeting ‘and 
decided by a majority of the 
committee. In case of a tie the 
chairman casts the deciding 
vote.

The Boys’ Club represents a dream come true 
for W. W. Woolfolk. executive director of the club. 
Way back in 1933, he began preaching the need 
of some club activity that would interest the teen 
age boys, that would keep them out of the streets 
and prevent them from joining the alley gangs. 

For five years Woolfolk continued his efforts 
in the boys’ behalf. His fellow citizens were amaz- 
ed at the growing record of truancy and juvenile 
delinquency and the evidence of lack of respect 
for at ead and authority. He told them some- 
thing must be done 

Through these years Woolfolk was working with 
Judge Garland Watkins in the juvenile court.. He 
had first-hand information on juvenile delinquency 
and slowly pounded home his potnt. 

In the winter of 1938 th Kiwanis Club under- 
took to aid Woolfolk in formation of a boys’ club 
here. Other civic clubs responded. The Salvation 
Army donated a clubhouse, 

On July 6 the present club headquarters were 
opened and Dick Heaton. of 129 Brown place, was 
enrolied as the first member. Twenty-three other 
boys jorned that first day, 142 the first week. Now 
334 hove between the ages of 8 and 18 are enrolled. 
By the first of the year, Woolfolk anticipates a 
floating membership of from 750 to 1,000. 

Each boy registers as he enters the club. After 
that he is free to participate in any activity offered 
his group for the day. No check is kept on him. 
He is on his honor, and can come and leave as he 
tThooses 

The clubhouse is open daily from 2 until 9. 

“All we try to do ts to make the programs 
interesting and attiactive, so that the boy will 
want to stay.” Woolfolk said. “We force no mem- 
berships, have no attendance requirements.” 

Last Thursday the Boys’ Club held a formal 
opening of the building. Open house was con- 
ducted from 4 until 8 o'clock and all Atlanta was 
invited to see the work being carried on by the 
club The boys observed their regular schedule 
as best they could with so many visitors around 

If you didn't attend, you missed one of the 
happiest pictures of contented boys you could 
find anywhere. 

The youngsters were proud of thei: 
and rightiv so. 

In the workshop, under the supervision of W. B. 
Bizzell, the boys spend an hour a day—if they 
wish—making cigaret stands, book ends, tables, 
waste-paper baskets, or whatever might enter their 
minds, Once-a-week group instruction is given 
in the manual arts. 

Lumber yards around the city send scrap wood 
to the club, and the boys transform these scraps 
into acceptable pieces of furniture. 

Expense of running the club—about $500 per 
month or $6,000 yer year—is defrayed by contri- 
butions from Atlantans who are sold on the work 
being done 

But the boy doesn't get the advantage of the 
workshop. the showers, the game rooms, the music 
instruction, the radios, the victrolas, the gym, or 
playgrounds, without paying his part. 

Payment of dues gives the boys a sense of 
ownership. 

Midgets (8 to 11) and Juniors (11 to 14) pay 
5 cents for a membership card and 10 cents per 
month dues. Seniors (14 to 18) pay 15 cents per 
month dues. These paid, the boy is a member 
in good standing and entitled to vote in elections. 

Each group has its own officers, elected in much 
the same manner governmental officials are elected. 
And they say the politicking is hot. A president, 
vice president and secretary-treasurer are selected 
for a period of six months. These officials from 
each of the three groups form the executive coun- 
cil. which is being trained to assume full responsi- 
bility for the discipline and regulations of the 
club as a whole,

n the senior group, Rutledge Lindsay was 
named president: C. T. Buffington, vice president, 
and Lonnie Clark, secretary-treasurer.

Incidentally, all activity at the club is conducted 
within thesé groups. Three choices of things to 
do are provided at all times for all groups; thus 
the boy can pick that which interests him most. 

Group officers make the laws and regulations 
for their division and keep after the members 
to attend regularly. (That registration at the door 
provides an easy attendance check.) 

The junior officers have even undertaken to 
issue a newspaper. It’s called the ABC Special. 
Woolfolk says if it keeps improving, the authori- 
ties will find some way of mimeographing it for 
them. The boys type it now. 

“You can tell new members by their attitude,” 
Woolfolk said. “The new members are cocky. 
But after a week or so they join in with the others 
and take pride in playing the gam. fairly and in 
making useful things tn the workshop. A spirit of 
friendiiness and fairness exists.” 

The boys are fond of Mr. Woolfolk. 
sters tug at his coat-to attract attention. 
usually get it. too. 

It's Mr. Woolfolk this, and Mr. Woolfolk that. 
He won't allow them to give him a nickname.

And smiling broadly—knowing they hadn't 
fooled Mr. Woolfolk—they ran from the room and 
contentedly resumed their boxing match. 

While the photographer was in the workshop 
taking pictures, the boys were told to stop work 
for a few minutes. Most of them misunderstood 
the reason, and there was a how!: 

“Must we check in our tools now’ 

That gives a faint idea as to how interested 
the kids are in their handicraft.

They saw the restless energy of boyhood 
and recognized that undirected activity often leads 
to mischief and criminality, And so the Boys’ 
Club movement began. 

In 148 American cities the Boys’ Club is func- 
tioning. In 89 of these organization, a quarter of 
a million boys are engaging in recreational and 
vocational activities with trained leadership to 
direct their free time. Play is used as a means 
to an end—the building of character—and without 
exception the testimony of unbiased observers indi- 
cates the good effects produced. 

“A Boys’ Club is not just any group or club of 
boys,” Woolfolk ny ert “It is a specific social 
service institution, serving the boys of a neighbor- 
hood or ponte ee with a building, a program of 
activities and trained leadership.” 

The boys are not considered problem children, 
and the word underprivileged is banned in speak- 
ing of members of the Atlanta Boys’ Club. 

To join the club, a boy fills out an application 
in which he signs this pledge: 

“If 1 am granted the privilege of becoming a 
member of the Atlanta Boys’ Club, 1 will always 
take a personal interest in all the club’s activities 
and will do everything in my power to take care 
of the club building, the equipment and the games. 
I will be kind to all other club members; I will be 
fair in all of my play and work; I will be honest 
and truthful in all of my dealings everywhere; 
I will show my appreciation by being loyal and 
helpful.” 

The parent signs a release to the club in the 
event of injuries or accidents to the member ir 
connection with the club activities, and authorize: 
the club to furnish first-.1id service im’,case of 
injury or accident.

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George Armstrong Custer--Man or Devil, Hero or Coward? 


By COLONEL THOMAS SPENCER. 


The ony reason I ever became interested in the 
life of the “great” Indian fighter, George Arm- 
strong Custer, was probably a chance remark my 
father made to me some 35 years ago. We were 
visiting his old home in Halifax county, Virginia, 
when my father remarked, “Custer destroyed our 
crops after Lee -had. surrendered.” 

“After?” I asked. 

“Yes, after the war had ended,” replied my 
father. What manner of man could this be, who 
after the War Between the States had ended, would 
deliberately destroy the crops of a helpless people? 
We shall see. 

In all fairness to George Armstrong Custer, one 
must refer to him as “Paradoxical” George; the 
George of many whims and fancies; the man who 
on occasion was a real hero with all the glittering 
trimmings of a hero; the man who was kind to 
animals: the man, when tried, was found true; he 
was a tenderly devoted husband; and, he enforced 
discipline. And, yet, this same George was a ter- 
ribly brutal commander; a man who ordered the 
hanging and shooting of Confederate enlisted sol- 
diers. and witnessed these executions; and, a man 
who. when he should have rescued one of his of- 
ficers, deliberately turned his back and let the In- 

ians scalp this officer and some of his enlisted 

men: and who, though he was called a great In- 
dian fighter, finally jost his life for lack of general- 
ship and the total absence of the ability of a scout 
he was supposed to have been. Such a man was 
this paradoxical Custer. 

Let's skip through the career of this general— 
later Lieutenant Colone! George Armstrong Cuse- 
ter. Born December 5, 1839, at New Rumley, Har- 
rison county, Ohio, Custer lived exactly 36 years, 
six months and 20 days, dying at Little Bighorn, 
about 4 in the afternoon, June 25, 1876. How he 
died is swallowed up in one of those mysteries that 
came out of the west in those trying days when the 
souls of men were tried. Those terrible days when 
the Indian was being pushed westward—to find as 
best he could——-a new home. No white man lived to 
tell the tale of Custer’s death, but white men lived 
who knew Custer as Custer really was. Some of 
Custer’s old comrades, in respect for the dead, kept 
quiet. 

The general's wife—devoted to the last—wrote 
book after book—trying as best she could to make 
her hero live on through the ages—a hero to those 
who knew better. Brave men kept quiet—until such 
a time when the devoted Mrs. Custer might pass 
on. She outlived them all. She sleeps beside her 
husband at West Point. 

Custer had no military background that came 
to him from his parents. Just what nationality was 
his is not known. To the Custers—Emmanuel and 
Maria—were born three other boys besides George 
Armstrong—Thomas, Nevin, Boston— and a sister, 
Margaret Emma. George Armstrong Custer and his 
brothers, Boston and Thomas, and the husband of 
the sister, all died together that sultry Sunday aft- 
ernoon, June 25, 1876—in a manner tnknown. 
Their deaths can be laid to the paradoxical George 
Armstrong Custer—who on that June 25, 1876, was 
disobeying orders when he permitted his cavalry 
to be trapped and killed by the Indians. The great 
Custer—killed—as he had killed. Trapped and 
massacreed by those whom he would kill. Such a 
man was George Armstrong Custer. 

From boyhood to death, George Armstrong Cus- 
ter was constantly in trouble. It was hard to find 
a school that would keep him, in his youth. His 
parents seem to have had a hard time keeping him 
at home or with other kin. Disobedient from start 
to finish. Through political pull—George Arm- 
strong Custer was permitted—on June 3, 1857—to 
enter the United States Military Academy, at West 
Point. The then secretary of war, Jefferson Davis, 
signed the document that permitted young Custer 
to enter that school, 

Custer was to be a headache to this same Davis 
in later years—as we shall see. It was at West 
Point that the nearly six-foot Custer received his 
nickname of “Fanny.” Imagine the terrible Cus- 
ter being called “fanny.” In a room next to Cus- 
ter’s at West Point was one Thomas LaFayette 
Rosser, of Texas, who in later years was to hand 
“Fanny Custer a real trimming. At West Point, 
Custer was a@ slovenly, insubordinate cadet. Tardy 
at his classes—filthy to a great degree. In spite of 
the many demerits piled up against Custer—and 
due entirely to the breaking of the War Between 
the States——Custer was graduated with the class of 
June, 1861. Thirty-four cadets received diplomas 
in June. Custer stood at the foot of the class—No. 
34. Custer—second leutenant—arrived in Wash- 
ington on July 19, 1861—there to start a career that 
would end only in death 15 years later. 

History records that Custer’s first assignment 
was to deliver a message to old McDowell—who 
was out at Bull Run—to whip the “hell out of the 
damn Rebs,” and “to capture Richmond,” and, “to 
end the war.” Old Lady Luck must have ridden 
out of Washington with young Custer. And, how 
the old lady was to smile at the young paradox in 
the years to follow. No word in the English lan- 
guage can best describe that indefinite something 
that dogged in the footsteps of Custer, than “luck,” 

Lady Luck did not smile so brightly on Custer 
at first Bull Run, There he merely watched 
through the blunders of the Yank and Reb. Rec- 
ords indicate that—due to inactivity—Custer was 
on “sick leave” from October, 1861, to February, 
1862. On this “sick” leave Custer met Elizabeth Ba- 
con, the future Mrs. Custer. Custer rejoined the 
fifth cavalry in February of 1862, later being com- 
missioned a captain on McClellan's staff. Lady 
Luck starts to smile 

Later, he killed Confederate officer— 
taking that officer's rse and sword, The sword 
was to be his to the id. But, on June 27! 1863, 
Lady Luck smiled out loud at George Armstrong 
Custer. He was commissioned brigadier general. 
Custer was then 23 vears of age—the youngest 
Zenerail in the federal army. Yes, Lady Luck, 
laughed. Brigadie: Creneral Custet -commanding 
the seventh Michigan cavalry. But, more is to come. 

The yellow-topped Custer almost made his last 
charge at Gettysburg——-when without learning th 
strength of old Wade Hampton's cavalrv—he made 
a wild charge into the ranks of the Gray riders. 
Custer's horse went down—and down went Custer. 
A Confederate cavalryman arrived to put the fin- 
ishing touches to the young gencrai--when in step- 
ped Lady Luck in the form of Trooper Churchill, 
of the sixth Michigan—who killed Custer's at- 
tacker. But there was no Lady Luck in that Little 
Bighorn of later vears 

History records that Cu disobeved orders 
again at Gettysburg. True—for a day at Gettys- 
burg—Custer was a hero. A look at the Custer 
uniform at this time wil! give some idea as to the 
wearer. As irregular as uniforms were in those 
days—Custer’s was worse. Black velvet trousers 
—with two rows of gold down the seams. these 
tucked into high boots: black velvet jacket with 
looping rows of gold braid: a navy blue flanne! 
shirt, and, topped off with a scarlet tie. To see 
Custer in those days, one would not wonder at the 
West Point nickname of “Fanny.” Fanny, the bri- 
gand. While pushing Lee back into Virginia—after 
the Pennsylvania disaster—Custer had adopted a 
slave for his cook—as wel] as a youngster. One 
will say, “Custer was a kind man.” Yes, “Fanny 
the Brigand,” kind. Bah’ 

The selfish egotistical Custer—harsh to the ex- 
treme. Yet, there cropped out acts of kindness. 
Kind to his horses, to his servants, but damnably 
mean to his men. Of his men he demanded clean- 
liness, but for himself—filt In October of 1863 
he wrote in part, “I feel that here, surrounded by 
my little band of heroes, I: am loved and respect- 
ed.” Yes, probably respected—but never loved. 
»There were moments when one had to respect a 
seman who would lead a charge, but respect cannot 
-be termed as love. Men loved “Jeb” Stuart and 
‘Joe Johnston, but man could not love Custer. 

Nearly. trapped in October by Stuart—Custer 
did manage to cut his way to freedom. Lady Luck 
was still smiling. The “Buckland Races” are known 
to every reader of Civil War history. It was in 
those races that Custer was forced to flee from 
Stuart. But, again Lady Luck saved the day—and 
Custer’s skin. One cannot speak of Custer and not 
mention luck. The two were unseparable. 

Luck again smiled on Custer—when on Febru-

ary 8. 1864. he was married to Elizabeth Bacon, 
who in after years was to champion his unjust 
eause. Elizabeth Custer, as we have said, outlived 
all those who would tell the truth of Custer. De- 
voted to the end—she was Custer’s real champion. 
Another to champion his unjust cause was Gen- 
eral Phil Sheridan. The great Sheridan who swept 
down the valley of Virginia, destroying and kill- 
ing. And killing and destroying in a manner that 
put Hell-War Sherman to shame. 

Sheridan was to save the disobedient Custer 
many times in the years that followed. In the end 
Custer had few friends—his wife and old Sheridan. 
Sheridan. like Mrs. Custer, tried to save Custer’s 
reputation. Yes, they tried. Of Sheridan, one can 
have few kind words. Of Custer—less. Sheridan, 
the Devil. was Sheridan, the Angel, to “Fanny” 
Custer. A grand combination, these two. More of 
them later. 


OUT TO WHIP STUART. 

On May 9, 1864, we find Custer, along with 
Sheridan. “out to whip the hell out of “Jeb” 
Stuart. There was a degree of success in this raid, 
and a damnable blow to the south. The noble 
Stuart fell—dying a few days later. Lady Luck was 
again smiling. Sheridan was noting how capable 
Custer was. On June 11, 1864, Custer was to again 
meet old Wade Hampton—struck Hampton in the 
rear, made a capture or two, and then found him- 
self surrounded by both Hampton and Fitz Lee. 
Again Lady Luck, in the form of Tolbert's Union 
cavalry, stepped in and saved the day—and face 
of the “boy” general. 

On August 7, 1864, Phil Sheridan commanded 
the newly organized army of the Shenandoah. 
Sheridan moved into the valley of Virginia, and 
along came Custer. Followed outrages of which 
even Hell-War Sherman would have been ashamed. 
The drouth in the valley, in that 1864, aided the 
cavalry movements that were to follow. “Sheri- 
dan’s Robbers.” of which “Brigand. Farfhy” Custer 
was a part, were to put to shame all the dastardly 
deeds of former wars in what followed. Lady 
Luck was still smiling. 

One cannot pass over the valley of Virginia 
campaign—in which Custer played so prominent a 
part—without mentioning one Colonel John Mosby, 
forty-third batallion, Virginia cavalry, regular Con- 
federate troops, for this Mosby was to so rile “Fan- 
uy” Custer, that old “Fanny” was to order the 
execution of some of Mosby's men in the days that 
were to follow. Mosby—he who had stepped into 
the Union lines and captured a general—“pestered” 
Custer on every turn. 

Custer could not lay a hand on Mosby or Mos- 
by’s headquarters. He did the next best thing— 
he captured several of Mosby's men—and on Sep- 
tember 23, 1864, at Front Royal, Va., Custer or- 
dered—and saw to the execution of six of Mosby's 
men. Four were hanged and two were shot. On 
the breast of one of these men—William Thomas 
Overby, of Georgia—Custer ordered the message, 
“Such is the fate of all Mosby’s gang.” pinned. The 
noble Robert E. Lee permitted Mosby to hang and 
shoot the same number of captured federals. Sher- 
man would have blushed at such. But, such was 
Custer. 

After the War Between the States had ended 
Custer ordered some of his own men shot. No pity 


in the heart of Custer for the men he had doomed 
to death. He. himself, was doomed. It was Custer 
that was to see that the valley of Virginia was 80 
devastated that a “crow flying through the valley 
must carry his own rations.’’ Custer—and his luck 
played into the hands of Lady Luck again—when 
he was given the command of troops that required 
a man of the rank of major general, His promo- 
tion did not come until April 15, 1865. 

Let’s go with Custer from the valley of Vir- 
ginia to the front of Petersburg, to the right end 
of Lee’s long thin line, and the final days of the 
war. Custer commanded the third division of Un- 
ion cavalry. At Five Forks, April 1, 1865, Custer 
again disobeyed orders, yet his luck held. Followed 
the nine days of hell—when Leé vithdrew to Ap- 
pomattox—where on April 9, surrendered 
his army of northern Virginia to old Grant, but 
not until Major General Armstrong Custer had 
ridden into Confederate lines to demand “ 
ditional surrender.”’ 

Longstreet, the “bulldog” of Lee’s army, routed 
him out of the lines; Later Custer was ordered to 
march to North Carolina, there to play a part in 
the defeat of Joe Johnston's Confederates. A dis- 
patch dated April 28, stopped him. Never again was 
he to lead the third cavalry division, federal army. 
Other events in the life of Custer would have to 
do with the Indians. Lady Luck still smiled— 
though faintly. 


THE CONFEDERATE SWORD. 

Lady Luck had followed his footsteps through 
the War Between the States. She had intervened 
in the “Buckland Races,” and again at Trevilian 
Station: had been at his side when Rosser aimost 
annihilated his command in the valley, and again 
at Appomattox. Certainly no great strategist; not 
invincible, only a fair tactician, and, a fair dis- 
ciplinarian. Tireless—and yet no thought for his 
men. He certainly would not seem a coward—but 
this is disputed when one looks in on his career as 
an Indian fighter. The disgraces in Virginia are 
over for Custer. He makes a final bid on the hero 
stuff in Washington, when he dashes by the re- 
viewing stand—twice. Custer must let the world 
know that Custer is in the parade. 

On May 22, 1865, at Arlington, Lee’s old home, 
Custer bids farewell to the third division. For a 
moment his men forget the tyranny of Custer. They 
cheer him. Music to Custer’s ears. Somehow in my 
mind keeps coming up the question of the sword 
Custer had so brutally taken from that dead Con- 
federate officer. On that sword were etched the 
following words, “No me tires sin razon: no me 
envaines sin honora.” Translated, this means, 
“Draw me not without reason; sheathe me not 
without honor.” The sword seems to fit in Custer’s 
life—not at all. 

When the War Between the States was over 
Custer went to Texas with the third Michigan. 
Men of that regiment wanted to go home. Custer 
wanted discipline. The men became dirty to the 
extreme, and one sergeant was court-martialed and 
ordered to be shot. Along with the sergeant, a 
deserter was ordered to be shot. Custer saved the 
sergeant, but allowed the deserter shot. This mere- 
ly shows how extremely cruel Custer could be. 


April, 1866, found Custer shorn of his brevet

uncon- 


rank of major general, and back to a captain of 
cavalry. However, on July 7, 1866, Custer was ele- 
vated to the rank of lieutenant colonel of the sev- 
enth cavalry. Came soon orders to the restless Cus- 
ter to report to Fort Garland, out in the heart of 
the Colorado Rockies. November of 1866 saw Cus- 
ter at the end of his journey—in the west—where 
plenty of excitement was offered. It was the be- 
ginning of the end of “Fanny” Custer. 

The Indian—whom he would kill—could and 
would also kill. In Custer’s own “My Life on the 
Plains,” he says, “The army is the Indian’s best 
friend.” The army might have been the Indian's 
best friend—but not at the hands of George Arm- 
strong Custer. In the archives of the War De- 
partment one will read a message from General 
Sherman, dated December 28, 1866, which illus- 
trates his (Sherman’s) idea of how to tame the In- 
dian. That message read, in part, “We must pro- 
ceed with vindictive earnestness against the Sioux, 
even to their’ extermination—men, women and 
children.” The life of the Indian was in poor hands 
when one considers that General W. T. Sherman, 
aided by Lieutenant Colonel George Armstrong 
Custer, was to be the master. Lady Luck still 
smiles—faintly. 

1867—and we find Custer in the land he liked 
—the west. Here was adventure. At the head of 
the seventh United States cavalry, Custer would 
find adventure. He would be the able scout, the 
outstanding guide, the heroic warrior, and yet the 
most unscrupulous Indian fighter of all time. His 
own deeds of cruelty would far outshine those of 
the red men who faced him. And, yet, when in 
that June of 1876—above the Little Bighorn—it was 
the lack of these very qualities that brought him 
death. Out there on those same plains politics and 
jealousy were working against the Indian. Into 
this mess fitted “Fanny” Custer. 


In June of 1867, some few of Custer’s men, un- 
able to stand more, deserted. Custer ordered them 
“brought in not alive.” These troopers were shot. 
On July 28, “Fanny” Custer who had spent half 
his life disobeying orders, was placed under arrest. 
Later tried by a court-martial, he was found guilty 
of seven charges, one of which included having 
his men shot and then refusing them medical aid. 
For these crimes Custer was sentenced to be sus- 
pended from rank for one year, Yes, Lady Luck 
still smiled. 

In the seven charges was one of desertion. 
Such a man was the “great” Custer. On Septem- 
ber 24, 1868, old Phil Sheridan had Custer re- 
instated in the army. In his dispatch to Custer, 
Sheridan says, “Eleven companies of your regiment 
will move about the first of October against the 
hostile Indians.” He moved immediately back to 
the west—joined with his seventh cavalry—and 
was ready to sally forth to kill the Indian. In Cus- 
ter’s command was one Major Joel H. Elliot, and 
it will be well to remember this Elliot. 

On November 23, 1868, Custer moved out 
against the “hostile” Indians. Late one afternoon 
an Indian scout reported to Custer that an Indian 
village lay ahead. Custer, without the formality of 
ascertaining if these Indians were friend or foe— 
ordered his troops to charge. The friendly Chey- 
ennes were simply massacred, with no chance to 
explain that they were friends. So above the 
Washita Custer had again found a chance to be the 
“hero.” Here, as later at Little Bighorn, Custer 
had divided his command—without taking into 
consideration what lay ahead. 

During the “battle” young Elliot, with 19 troop- 
ers, had chased a body of Indians. Reports of re- 
inforcements to the Indians came to Custer. He 
ordered all the village destroyed—ignored the plea 
of his men to rescue Elliot and his 19 men—and 
then marched back toward the army fort. He left 
Elliot to fight to death. Maybe you will call this

cowardi¢e. It probably was. Lagy Luck smiles—

LITTLE BIGHORN CAMPAIGN. 

Let's draw a curtain on the years that followed. 
In May of 1876, we find Custer picading to be per- 
mitted to join the seventh cavalry in the coming 
campaign. against hostile Indians. But permission 
was granted with the understanding that he was 
to be second in command, Events that followed 
the Little Bighorn campaign proved that Custer 
intended to act on his own. In that campaign he 
deliberately disobeyed orders—split his command 
as he had at Washita—and marched on to certain 
death. Later, at the head of 600 troopers, we find 
young Custer, highly elated at being in command. 

Some thought of the past must have surged 
over the troopers. They cheered him., For the first 
time Custer did not have his long curly locks. 
Maybe he had some idea of what was to come. A 
moment of farewell, and the seventh United States 
cavalry is marching off to suffer as complete a de- 
feat as regular American troopers. had ever suf- 
fered. The damnable ego of Custer, the damnable 
idea of personal control, of personal victory, and of 
the mantle of the hero. The campaign against the 
Sioux was on in full, Came days of marching—days 
of warnings—days of suffering. Yet, Custer 
marched on. Indian guides deserted because thev 
feared to forge ahead. Yet, Custer listened not to 
reason—but marched Op to doom. 

On June 22, 1876, the seventh United States 
cavairy prepared for its last march. On the morn- 
ing of June 25 Custer divided his forces, against 
warnings of Indian guides—set out against an‘ In- 
dian force far superior to his own. At 2 p. m., Cus- 
ter, with 337 troops, passed from view of all white 
men. Finally again separating his- command, he 
marched on into “fame” with 225 men. Just what 
route Custer followed will never be known. Later 
his body was found, along with the bodies of his 
troopers. Whether surprised and killed, no one 
knows, for out of that mess of battle above the Lit- 
tle Bighorn, no white man lived to tell the tale. As 
near as one has been able to estimate—Custer made 
his “last stand” at about 4 in the afternoon of June 
25, 1876. 

Thus, in death, Custer had climbed to the high- 
est peak of heroism. Disobedient, hardly brave, he 
had found in death that even Lady Luck continued 
to smile on him. We was proclaimed the nation’s 
hero—the great Indian fighter. Yet, when one 
scans his life’s history, one can hardly bow in wor- 
ship to a man who followed always after fame, that 
came to him only in death. 

Somehow, that etching on that dead Confederate 
officer’s sword, “Draw me not without reason: 
sheathe me not without honor,” which Custer has 
always carried with him. seems far out of place 
hanging to Custer’s side. Records do not indicate 
that Custer carried that sword at Little Bighorn. 
One will doubt that even that honorable sword 
could have perished with the “great” Custer. The 
A ool Indian fighter. Fighter? Bah! Hero’

If you will get out your map of Denmark 
look toward the southwest side of the island 
Sjaelland, you will see the location of the town 
Slagelse, which is about 60 miles from Copen- 
hagen. The farm I am on is close to this town. 
It is called Mohojgaard (Maiden Hill), after a small 
knoll just back of the house, and is operated by 
Mr. V. Christiansen, son of a doctor, and graduate 
of an agricultural school. His wife is an Austrian 
by birth and is a former trained nurse. Both of 
them are very fine people, the type that you find 
succeeding in any line of endeavor, and when I 
asked them why they farm, the reply was that 
they liked the Jife of the farm in Denmark and 
that farming was also a good business. 

The farm life here would be a credit to any 
country. Everywhere one finds beautiful homes, 
not so large and expensive, but very attractive and 
well constructed, each one with its flower gardens 
and shrubbery. Within the homes one tinds hard- 
wood floors, beautifully panelled dors, and the 
walls are either plastered or covered with wall- 
paper. The floors are well carpeted and the wails 
are practically lined with pictures, both photographs 
and beautiful paintings. 

The furniture, as a rule, is designed for service 
and comfort, and many beautiful pieces are to be 
found in nearly any home. Open fireplaces are 
not usually found; instead there are attractively 
designed heaters which give more warmth for the 
fuel consumed. Electrical uipment and tele- 
hones are found ever ) 

Most of the farm homes have a comoination 
iving room, office and library, and the last part 
ot the Jeast. Here at Mohojgaard one

Dumas. and many evenings are spent by the 

family reading the masterpieces of authors 

all nationalities.

However, I will merely say here that it Is elegant, 
and that perhaps the Dane has found on the farm 
that ever-evasive quality of living so often spoken 
of as “the good life.” 

Mohojgaard is a farm of 89 acres, and cne may 
wonder how such a small farm supports tne life 
and conditions that are to be found here; but after 
being here for a little over a month, tne wonder 
of it is gradually disappearing and in its piace is 
coming the realization that it is all due to a bal- 
anced system of agriculture. By balanced I mean 
a system whereby livestock and crops naiance eacn 
other. The problem of marketing all the various 
products which come from such a farm progiam 
has been solved through farmers co-operatives. 
One can hardly name a farm product for which 
there is not a farmers’ marketing associi:tion to 
take care of it in Denmark. 

On this farm of 80 acres there 4re crops cf bar- 
ley. wheat, oats, alfalfa, sugar beets, and another 
beet for cattle feed, timothy, rye grass for seed, 
clovers for seed, clovers for hay, and clovers for 
grazing.. Of the livestock, there are 38 cattle,, 24 
sheep, 11 sows from which the average was 20 
pigs each the past year, 100 nens, 30 geese, 18 
ducks, 18 turkeys, and even 50 pigeons and 20 
rabbits are counted in. The pigeons 7re marketed 
through co-operatives along with poultry, and the 
rabbits are sold to laboratories for experimental 


tests. 


The cropping system is worked out in systematic 
rotations here so that crops of the same type do 
not follow each other. In this way plant diseases 
are kept down and a greater usefulness of the soi! 
is obtained. Of any one of his fields, the iverage 
Danish farmer can tell you what is to ve planted 
there next year. How often am I reminded of the 
one-crop system that is found on so many Georgia 
farms. However, | realize that many of the crops 
found here would be out of place in Georgia, but 
the same livestock could be used along with a 
cropping system that is suitable. 


DANISH FARMS SIMILAR TO GEORGIA‘S. 

As for the marketing and. co-operative end of 
the farming business in Denmark, trom what I can 
learn it had its beginning yeurs ago when the 
Danish farmers were in a condition similar to the 
one being experienced by the present Georgia farm- 
ers. There was a market, England, if the product 
was standardized to quality and the supply guaran- 
teed. So the Danish farmers set to work to fil 
the order. They filled it, and they are frank to 
tell you that they do not have very much fear of 
‘ompetition because the quality of their products 
and their standardization is at present away out 
in front of the would-be competition. 

As | said, the Georgia farmers are in a position 
Similar to that experienced by the Danes before 
their present co-operatives were installed. We 
have a market in our cities, and when and if we 
standardize our products” and guarantee a steady 
supply, many of the present ills will disappear. 
Hand in hand with Such a movement would. go 
an increase in the production of livestock and live- 
stock products. 

It is the incorporation of livestock in the farm 
programs that Georgia needs in order to build up 
her soils. The Danish farmer tells me that he does 
not like to sell the seeds produced on his farm if 
he can feed them to iivestock and then sell the ani- 
mals, because from 70 to 80 per cent of the nutri- 
ents fed to livestock can be recovered in their 
excrements. In Denmark one finds the cow barns, 
horse stables, and pig pens all provided with con- 
crete, brick, or cobblestone floors, which. are 
equipped with drains leading into a tank so that 
all the liquid manures can be saved for the fields. 
Such practices have brought Danish farm lands 
from a state of infertility to probably the greatest 
proficiency of production in the world today among 
gricultural lands. 

I find in Denmark, cottonseed meal cake, pro- 
duced in the cotton belt of the United States, being 
fed to dairy cattle, the butter from which is mar- 
keted in England. Thus he Danish farmer is taking 
this highly nitrogenous material from the fields of 
Georgia and the other cotton states, feeding it to 
cattle, recovering from 70 to 80 per cent of the 
nutrients therefrom for his own fields, and reaping 
a profit from the butter sold. I mixed a batch of 
feed only yesterday in which every third pound was 
American cottonseed meal cake. 

The Danish farmer did not arrive at his posi- 
tion in a haphazard manner, nor did he stumble 
lindly into the practice of using the nutrients pro- 
duced in other countries to enrich his own soils. 
As a matter of fact, it is all a well-planned program 
and when I asked my host, Mr. Christiansen, how 
the Danish farmers became aware of such under- 
lying principles and how they came to put them 
into such general practice, his answer was simply, 
“Education.” Through education in agricultural 
schools they learned these basic principles of agri- 
culture and the advantages in co-operation, and 
then through their co-operatives they managed to 
harness those principles. 

There is much food for thought in the fact that 
Georgia exports her cottonseed meal and imports 
livestock products. Of course, I know that much 
of the cottonseed meal is used in fertilizers, but 
if it were fed to livestock, the farmer would have 
the livestock and still be able to recover from 70 
to 80 per cent excreted in manures. The Dane 
has found this out and is succeeding in agriculture 
by using his knowledge.

Over 100 men were said to have been killed 
in the first half-hour of fighting on the strategic, 
key-to-Madrid, Jarama front when they went “over 
the top” across no-man’s-land to lock with Italians 
and Moors, only three weeks after they left New 
York city, in February, 1937. 

The men had received no training. They famil- 
jarized. themselves with their rifles by firing five 
shots apiece into a hillside just before they went 
into the lines. They had no real uniforms. They 
had nothing but their hatred of Fascism and their 
faith in Spanish democracy. 

But that was enough. They took the key to 
Madrid and turned it firmly in the Jarama lock 
and held that front for four months without relief 
—something of a record in modern warfare. By 
summer Jarama was becoming a legend to the later 
Americans art fight for Spanish democracy. 

We began to hear about it from Paris onward. 
It was in ris that we had our first contact with 
the grim reality of the war we had come to fight. 
We met a shell-shocked negro veteran of Jarama 
while we were busy turning in our suitcases and 
anything else we could not carry in our pockets, 
for we had heard that we would have to hike the 
Pyrenees mountains between France and Spain 
because the English-born non-intervention com- 
mittee had border patrols out to turn back any 
foreign volunteers. 

“"At's a real war down there,” he said, rolling 
his eyes. “Don't let anybody fool you, ‘at’s war, 
‘at's real WAR down there!” 

They took him away when they found him 
saking to wus, 

But the boys did not scare that easily. Alto- 
gether there have been about 3,500 Americans in 
Spain, the majority in the Abraham Lincoln bri- 
gade, the rest in transport, artillery and hospital 
units. Most of them knew why they were in Spain. 
There were some adventurers and a few freaks, 
like one who came over to get away from his 
wife. He stayed and made a very good record 
for himself. I have often wondered what kind 
of a woman she must have been. 


LIKE A MOVIE. 


From Paris to the French-Spanish border we 
began to live melodramatically like a program pic- 


ture of European spies. We traveled by night as we 
got into southern France and laid over in hotel 
rooms and farmhouses by day, sometimes for many 
days, almost for a week, while mysterious French- 
men came to us daily to say it was too dangerous 
to move. We ate, we slept, we played cards and 
had plenty of time to think things over. 

Our group must have brought the American 
entries to 2,000. I came for the same reason as 
the majority: The Spanish Loyalists needed help, 
and considering the democratic setup of the situa- 
tion who better could help them than Americans? 
Under the guise of preventing a world war, 
world was sacrificing the Spanish republic to 
wolves and giving the wolves every break on 
of it. We all believed that the Fascists were ou 
make a world war sooner or later in spite of any 
concessions outside of complete license, so we fig- 
ired we would be helping to keep America out 
of that not-so-distant world war also, if we kept 
the Fascists out of Spain. 

After two weeks in southern France, \ 
other groups at a jumping-off point in the 
of the Pyrenees.

All of us received from 
training and were never in the 
three weeks at a time, thanks j 
boys did in holding Jarama at: saving Madrid 
while the government organized the army and the 
whole country for war. he non-intervention 
committee had not been formed when thev left 
Perpignon, France, by train amid cheers, bands 
and clenched fists of the Popular Front. But in 
late springs, the European diplomats were pulling 
long faces and combing their beards with their 
fingers over Chamberlain’s non-intervention com- 
mittee—six months after 50,000 Italian and Moorish 
infantry, supported by German technicians, had 
tried to take Madrid. and after 60 Americans had 
gone down on the City of Barcelona, Spanish pas- 
senger ship torpedoed by an Italian submarine on 
the way from Marseilles to Barcelona, in May. 

At the height of our climb, the chocolate, sau- 
sage,.and cigarettes we had brought with us were 
gone. We were above the timber line, literally 
crawling on our hands and knees, cursing and 
panting with the agony of the effort. We had left 
one man behind in a lonely hermit’s shack about 
3 o'clock in the morning. He later died in a base 
hospital at Albacete. His name was -Sam Meyer, 
of Philadelphia. 

When we crossed the final peak and began the 
downgrade, the going was no better. I found that 
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it was just as hard to climb down a mountain as 
to climb up. The sun came up and dazzled us, 
but it had no warmth at this height. Clouds were 
below us, and as I looked around I felt as though 
we were a bunch of ants crawling tediously in a 
rusty slag heap. At one point we came upon a 
deep downslant covered with snow, and we had 
to sit down and slide for about a quarter of a mile. 
ually we came upon the stone marker with 
incia” on one side and “Espana” on the other. 
through drifting clouds was Spain—the 
ile and wooded province of Catlonia. 
wanted to sing, but we found

vas never so hungry and physically wretched in 
my life. We heard a rifle shot, and everybody 
cheered—the first sign of the war. It turned out 
to be a green-uniformed carbinero, a well-loved 
unit of the army, this one a youthful and friendly 
Catalonian peasant doing border patrol. We crowd-- 
ed around and examined his rifle, a stubby, wicked- 
looking Spanish Mauser, and he obligingly worked 
the bolt and ejected the five bullets around his feet 


over and over again. 


SPANISH HILLBILLIES. 


The first center of civilization we came to was 
a little m itain: village called Casas Siete—Seven 
Houses. ‘i there were actually about 20 alto- 
gether. t we pitiful, dirty, bad-smelling place, 
and the narrow streets were oozing with mud from 
a rain the night before. The townspeople, the chil- 
dren and the dogs stared at us like startled wil 

They had no more contact with their own 
country than some of our Kentucky mountaineers 
do with America. 

History was passing through their village and 
they eyed it from behind doorways. The place was 
incredibly primitive, even in Spain. 

We ate our first meal in Spain here: soup, 
ypanish rice, and a hard-boiled egg halved in a 
slate of tomato sauce, with bread and wine. It 
did not look as though we were going to starv 
in Spain. The wine was strong and took the edge 
ff our fatigue so we were able to walk a few 
more miles to a road where military trucks took 
us to Figueras, a clean, modern-looking town of 
13,000. 

We stayed in a 600-year-old fort here, a large 
feudal palace with streets, barracks, and parade 
grounds. Other Americans had arrived before us 
and we spent the three days there exchanging 
stories, sleeping, and doing our first military work 
—guarding a fleet of American trucks on the parade 
grounds, loaded with English motorcycles. 

We heard all sorts of strange stcries and what 
had happened to Internationals crossing the Pyr- 
enees to aid Spain. One group was said to h.ve

Travelers are fairly familiar with the mountain 
regions, but few are acquainted with the grandeur 
of the Okefenokee. Within its bounds the famous 
suwannee river iinds its source and wends its wav 
toward the Gulf of Mexico, while the St. Marv’s 
river in Georgia flows to the Atlantic ocean. one 
of America’s deepest rivers, and of purest type of 
water, according to scientists. Stephen Foster's 
song, “Where the Suwannee River Flows.” has 
immortalized that stream throughout the werld. and 
the St. Mary’s is historically rich. 

Within the swamp area are numerous large 
islands, each containing several hundred acres of 
high, dry and fertile land. Little lake abound, 
running to a depth of 25 or more feet, and some 
ranging from 150 to 600 feet wide and 4 or % 
miles long. Many beautiful water prairies are 
found, connected with water trails Or erlapped hy 
giant cypress trees robed in gray moss, all of which 
eontribute to the gorgeousness of the scenery. 

Rare specimens of birds and wild game are 
found in the region. The plumed egret, the sand- 
hill crane, eagle, water turkey, duck, gannet. ivory- 
bill woodpecker, and many others of unusual type 
abound the entire area over, with much wild game 
of many kinds, all adding to the interesting features 
of the swamp. 

Historic records and Indian legends galore are 
linked with the story of the Okefenokee and the 
famed Suwannee river, along with St. Mary's river. 
Especially beautiful legends regarding the Indians 
are told, and there the eeks and the Seminoles 
met on many occasions t is related that strong 
ties bound the two nations together, and, in ling 
with modern interest manifested in the swamp, 
the Cherokees often visited the section. 

They invited the Seminoles to come up and see 
the dashing waters of the mountain regions, and 
in this way Warm Springs, Indian Springs, and 
other watering places became somewhat common 
meeting ground among the Indians of the three 
great nations. Osceola, of the Seminoles: McIntosh, 
of the Creeks, and Sequoia, of the Cherokees, were 
three of America’s greatest Indian chief 

In his “Travels i North America,” William 
fartrom published a graphic description of 
Okefenokee in 1791, relating that it was a mar- 
velous area, comparable to the most beautiful spots 
on earth. ‘Today, the innumerable types of flora 
and the myriad of flowers make it a sort of paradise 
that one would expect to find far from the haunts 
of man. It can now be reached by highways from 
‘very point of the compass, fine roads leading to 
it from all direction With development ahead, it 
will attract yet more visitors than ever before in 
the past.

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What Has Happened To Justice? 


Murder of Bank Teller 
A Baffling N.Y. Mystery 


By PETER LEVINS. 


At 1:15 a. m., September 21, 1937, 
James Heavy, an employe of the 
Brooklyn Edison Company, discover- 
ed the body of a man lying in the 
gutter on South Portland avenue, a 
quiet, tree-lined residential street in 
downtown Brooklyn. Presently an 
ambulance arrived from the Cum- 
berland hospital. 

To the ambulance doctor it appear- 
ed as though the man had dropped 
dead, probably of heart disease. 
Traces of blood on the face and un- 
derneath the’ head had apparently 
resulted fromthe sudden fall. The 
man's clothes were not disarranged, 
and he still carried newspaper un- 
der one arm. Death had undoubted- 
ly struck him completely unaware. 

The body was removed to the 
Kings county morgue, where papers 
‘on his person led to the dead man's 
identification as George O. Frank. 47, 
first teller of the Stock Clearing Cor- 
poration, 6 Broad street, in the Wall 
Street district of Manhattan. 

The police broke the news to 
Frank's invalid mother, Mrs. Emma 
Frank, with whom he had been liv- 
ing on E. Thirty-fourth street, Flat- 
bush, since his divorce several years 
before. She in turn wired his fi- 
ancee, Miss Grace Donehue, 35-vear- 
old concert harpist, at Lowell, Mass. 
Miss Donehue left at once for New 
York. 

Later that day Dr. Manuel EF. Mar- 
ten, assistant medical examiner, per- 
formed an autopsy~—and found a .32 
caliber bullet imbedded in the back 
. of Fran's head. 

DIDN'T SEEM SUCH 
A MYSTERY AT FIRST. 

Thus broke one of the most mys- 
tifying crimes in New York's history. 
The police at first didn't consider it 
much of a mystery, for they soon 
pounced upon a suspect whom they 
involved in a deeply incriminating 
pattern of circumstances, But today, 
just 12 months later. the Murder of 
the Bank Teller remains a complete 
riddle. It reminds one of those fic- 
tion. pieces in which the reader is 
supplied with all the details and is 
then invited to construct a solution.

The police ruled out robbery as the 
motive right at the start. for the 
teller had $41 on his person, as well 
as a gold watch. If anything had 
been removed after he fell, then this 
had been accomplished without dis- 
arranging his clothes. The obvious 
conclusion, of course, was that Frank 
had been killed by someone he knew, 
someone with a reason for desiring 
his death. 

One person with a grudge against 
Frank quickly appeared in the drama

George Frank had known Miss 
O'Keefe for years, the police learned. 
Their romance had gotten under way 
while the bank teller was still mar- 
ried, and Miss O'Keefe had supplied 
the money to finance Mrs. Frank’s 
Reno divorce. Frank had broken 
with Miss O'Keefe in the summer of 
1936 and since then had been making 
repeated efforts to recover a quan- 
tity of love letters he had written 
during their years of friendship. 

He had threatened her on a number 
of recent occasions, the police learn- 
ed, and she had unsuccessfully tried 
to get a gun permit. 

Here, certainly, seemed a most 
promising lead, 

Detectives hastened to South Port- 
land avenue, where they found the 
suspect in bed. When they told her 
that Frank had been murdered she 
replied that she did not believe it. 
They told her she was under arrest. 

Then, while officers started to 
search the tiny hall bedroom, she 
asked to be permitted to go to the 
bathroom and comb her hair. They 
insisted that she leave the door open 
as they did not wish to lose their 
suspect via a suicide leap from the 
window. 

Miss O'Keefe went into the bath- 
room, and when she reappeared they 
found, hidden in her hair, an aspirin 
tin containing a list of articles in a 
safety deposit box. 

Then one of the detectives found a 
.32-caliber revolver in a box at the 
bottom of the clothes closet. 

However, if they expected her to 
collapse at the discovery of the gun, 
they were wrong. She merely said, 
“Oh, that’s what you wanted. I 
thought you wanted letters. Why 
didn’t you say you wanted that? I 
would have given it to you.” : 

(Later her lawyer was to say that 
she believed the detectives were 
thugs hired by Frank to break into 
her place and get the letters.) 

Miss O’Keefe admitted that she had 
seen her erstwhile sweetheart the 
night of the 20th, and that she had 
quarreled with him over her refusal 
to give up the letters, but steadfastly 
denied the murder. Indeed—as was 
brought out later by her attorney— 
she refused to believe that Frank was 
dead until the police brought her to 
the morgue and showed her the body. 

+ * * 

What about the revolver, the de- 
tectives demanded accusingly. She 
admitted that she had purchased it 
recently to protect herself against 
Frank, but denied that she had ever 
used it. s 

Police tests quickly established that 
the great discovery of the gun was a 
false alarm. Not only had it not 
been fired recently, but it could not 
have fired the bullet found in Frank’s 


skull. The murder bullet showed six 
groves and six lands, turned right 
(lands are the surfaces between the 
grooves), whereas Miss O’Keefe's 
weapon marked its bullets with five 
groves and five lands, turned right. 


While the prisoner was being yues- 
tioned as to her movements and pos- 
sible knowledge of the crime, detec- 
tives visited the Irving Trust Com- 
pany at No. 1 Wali Street, and found 
in Miss O’Keefe’s safety deposit box 
178 letters which Frank had written 
her over a period of seven years. 
They were extremely affectionate 
compositions, full of expressions of 
love and devotion. 

Also in the box were typewritten 
copies of many letters which she had 
written Frank. She told the police 
that her practice had been to write 
the letters long hand, then type a 
copy for herself. 

However, among her letters was 
one written in long hand after the 
breakup of the romance. Apparent- 
ly Frank had sent it back. This let- 
ter, dated September 17, 1936, four 
days before Frank's birthday—he 
was killed on his 47th birthday—read 
as follows: 

“Dear George: Events of the last 
few weeks have seemed so unreal! 
The last real happening that makes 
sense is that we were together on the 
Fourth of July and coming home had 
a tiff because you weren't able to 
get away with murder. (You know 
what I mean). 


SHE AGREES HE MUST

“When you laid down a hypothet- 
ical case before your friends (You'd 
hardly consult others than friends if 
you wanted backing up, although 
your mother as a committee of one 
would have been the proper one to 
seek as she is aware of facts which 
you overlook) I know whose side you 
presented—naturally, the man’s! 

“Such minor matters as the fact 
that you first asked me to marry you 
seven years ago, that I stuck despite 
a pretty black outlook and that our 
spats were principally caused by rea- 
sons similar to that of July 4 (I could 
go on indefinitely) were never men- 
tioned, I am certain. 

“You did not need advisers when 
you proposed or when you kept ask- 
ing me to wait and telling me you 
could not live without me, or when 
after your long-put-off divorce you 
announced our impending marriage. 

“Altogether baffled, it was not un- 
til you asked me the other day, on 
the phone if I believed you insane 
that the thought occurred to me. 
Frankly, I do, for having stooped to 
the level of a ‘Brain Trust,’ compara- 
tively inexperienced, I have always 
made my decisions alone. Too, when- 
ever I spoke of you, it was in glow- 
ing terms. 

“Recalling your extreme reluctance 
to meeting me and having in mind 
that our recent conversations have 
been just so many opportunities for 
you to insult me, it seems best to 
forget about Saturday. 

“In contrast to you, I prefer to re- 
member the pleasant part of the past 

-happier Saturday afternoons, etc.— 
and for that reason I couldn't meet

The suspect’s story, which the au- 
thorities could not crack during 
many hours of questioning, was as 
follows: 

Between 6 and 7 o'clock, on the 
night of Monday, the 20th, she was 


standing on Fulton street, Brooklyn, 


near Joe’s Restaurant, when George 
Frank appeared. As she did not wish 
to talk to him, she walked along to- 
ward Borough Hall and went into a 
Childs Restaurant.

She walked on to Fulton street 
and DeKalb avenue, where she en- 
tered a movie theater. She saw “Cone 
fession,” starring Kay Francis, the 
story of a harassed woman who mur- 
ders her seducer when she sees him 
wooing her daughter. 

When she left the theater, Frank 
was there waiting for her, Miss 
O’Keefe continued. 

“I walked by him. I went along 
Fulton street to South Elliott place, 
near Brooklyn Tech High school. 
There he cornered me. He demand- 
ed that I return him his love letters. 
There were words between us. Then 
he made as if to punch me. I told 
him I’d call a policeman, and that 
seemed to calm him down.” 

Frank left her, and she continued 
her walk alone. Between 11:30 and 
11:45 p. m., she entered the Nevins 

treet station of the I. R. T. subway 
and took a train to Times Square. 
She walked around Times Square and 
up and down Forty-second street, 
watching the Legionnaires — they 
were convening in New York at the 
time—then struck over to Fifth Ave- 
nue and walked there for a while. 
Then she went to the Grand Central 
Terminal. 

“I was going to take a train out 
of town,” she said, “but then I chang- 
ed my mind and went home.” 

She reached South Portland ave- 
nue, she said, between 1:30 and 2 
a. m., and went to bed. She saw 
nobody in the street. (Apparently 
she arrived home before the police 
reached the scene. They were rather 
late getting there, it developed.) 

Miss ©’Keefe denied that she had 
ever attempted any form of extor- 
tion in connection with the letters. 
“IT never asked him for money in 
my life,” she said. She wanted to 
keep the letters, she insisted, because 
they were all she had left of her ro- 
mance. 

Incidentally, she revealed that she 
had consulted a woman lawyer in 
1934 about suing Frank for breach 
of promise. The lawyer, she said, 
told her thot the absence of intimacy

In a sipirted foreword Miss Thomp- 
son iabeis this compact little volume 
“The Intelligent Woman's Guide to 
Isms.” As a member of the male sex 
thus slyly complimented on its po- 
litical acumen the present reader 
wishes to inform Miss Thompson that 
she has woefully underestimated her 
audience, 

Using as few words as possible, and 
those few well-chosen for their sim- 
plicity, the author strips off the thin 
veneer of bombast and self-interest 
that hides the true nature of “isms.” 
anywhere. This land of the free and 
home of the brave possesses a plenti- 
ful supply of material for discussion 
-—the most significant difference be- 
tween us and the old world being that 
the native taste for regimented re- 
galia appears to lean towards shects 
instead of shirts. At first glance the 
pithy words used to sum up the hal- 
lowed movements of our time seem 
over-simplified and too inclusive; it 
is, says the reader, impossible that 
such fine words could hide so much 
arrant nonsense. 

Did someone mention “Liberal- 
ism”” Says Miss Thompson: “All the 
political tendencies momentarily 
raging in our times are anti-liberal.” 
A sweeping statement indeed, but 
after a severe mental struggle this 
reader is forced to agree that it is 
true. [t is only true if “liberalism” 
is in turn defined, but the author 
does that to perfection. One by one 
the bombastic catchwords of dictators 


and office-seekers are held up to 
scrutiny; one by one they tall with 
a dull thud from their pedestals. 
Leaving nothing? No, not quite. “De- 
mocracy, for the most of us, is not 
an ‘ism.’ It is a way of life.” In the 
midst of so much humbug that much- 
abused term maintains its reality. We 
do not need a definition of it; we 
know what it means. And having 
found it in such trashy company we 
cherish it the more.

NERS. By Josephine Culbertson,

For years, non-players of bridge, 
and countless mediocre players, have 
permitted themselves the doubtful 
luxury of an unbending inferiority 
complex when the name Culbertson 
is mentioned. Many have. smiled 
sweetly through discussions of the 
merits of the Culbertson system ver- 
sus the Whoozis system, or the rela- 
tive merits of either, silently con- 
temptuous and skeptical of its value, 
or overly eager to embrace the idea 
that: “My mind just isn’t built to ab- 
sord an invoived system.” 

Josephine Culbertson hasn't played 
bridge merely for marbles. It is her 
life and her living. Aside from an in- 
tense enjoyment of the game and its 
intricacies, she has made it a business 
—and has won without mistaking the 
coveted title of “World's Best Bridge 
Teacher.” The thousands and. thou- 
sands who have followed her daily 
newspaper articles acknowledge it. 
Countless others, in the non-playing 
and mediocre ciasses, have skipped 
those columns, unwilling to learn. 

And now comes a different form 
of help—an unmistakable evidence

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Nazi Doctrine Guide. 
THE WAR AGAINST THE WEST. 

By Aurel Kolnai. The Viking Press, 

New York. 711 pp. $4. 

The author is an Austrian who 
was prominently identified with the 
Social Democratic party of that 
country until its dissolution. He is 
anything but a Nazi sympathizer, but 
is guided by a desire to understand 
and to explain the real meaning. of 
Naziism to an audience that has long 
since lost all power to understand 
the Nazi doctrines as interpreted by 
themselves. 

They are not, says M. Kolnai, to be 
dismissed with-contempt. That seems 
plausible. A great nation does not go 
mad overnight. But the fundamental 
tenets now utilized by the Nazi party 
have no particular connection with 
that or any other party, and they did 
not spring up overnight. Some of 
them, and perhpas the most far- 
reaching of them, were formulated 
before the war. The roots of these 
ideas go back to such great, if slight- 
ly mad, thinkers as Nietzsche and 
Stefan George. 

In a lengthy preface to this vol- 
ume, Wickham Steed, the great Eng- 
lish journalist and author, congrat- 
ulates the publishers because they 
have failed to “iron out all the wrin- 
kles in his (the author's) English 
style or to sandpaper its little Knots 
and knobs until the surface should 
seem uniformly smooth.” The point 
is well taken, though it is scarcely 
just to the author to express it in 
that way. His English style approach- 
es perfection. and is admirably suit- 
ed to the subject. This is heavy going 
indeed, and it needs the “knots and 
knobs” to make the subject suffi- 
ciently lively to hold the reader’s in- 
terest. 

To reach any understanding at all 
of this subject one must follow the 
metaphysical train of thought so eas- 
ily followed by German scientists 
(and by no one else); one must ac- 
quire appreciation for values which 
the Anglo-Saxon mind scarcely ever 
thinks about. Thus suitably it ts but 
a step from Nietzsche’s “Superman” 
to the Hitler Aryan race concept. and 
while one can scarcely {71] to agree 


with the author that both of these 
are “tinged with lunacy,” it does not 
by any means follow that they are to 
be laughed at or shrugged away. They 
are much too dangerous for that. 
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Class Propaganda. 
THE LIBERALS. By John Hyde 

Preston. The John Day Company, 

New York. 386 pp. $2.50. 

Novels of the proletariat have ap- 
peared with increasing frequency of 
late, though scarcely with the forth- 
right thesis embodied in this one. It 
appears to be the gist and burthen of 
the author's ideas that the events de- 
scribed in his previous work, “Revo- 
lution—1776,” ought to be repeated 
forthwith and in a more thorough- 
going fashion. To this end the capi- 
talistic system is made to totter to- 
ward the abyss in the hapless way 
said to characterize lambs going to 
slaughter, Now there is no doubt that 
economic problems merit. discussion, 
There is some doubt as to whether 
the novel is a proper vehicle for car- 
rying on such discussion, but in the 
case of some writers (notably Albert 
Halper, for instance) the divided 
aims of such works have been re- 
solved admirably. 

It ought to be asked, however, that 
if the novel is to carry the added bur- 
den of economic propaganda this 
propaganda should be set forth intel- 
ligently. Here it seems to me that the 
author has failed lamentably. He is 
a capable literary craftsman, but his 
talents have gone to waste. His Ig- 
norance of economics is amazing; his 
knowledge of factory porcesses is of 
the very sketchiest. His laborers are 
angels of most sedate behavior; his 
capitalists, on the other hand, pos- 
sessed of an intense vulgarity that not 
even the cohorts of Moscow would 
claim as a necessary accompaniment 
to bourgeois domination, and his one 
“liberal” factory owner is cast in such 
an effete and helpless mold that it is 
quite impossible he should ever have 
gained the position he holds. 

The labor movement has appar- 
ently no end in view save the de- 
struction of its means of livelihood, 
and one is tempted to ask what in 
the world these men can want, in the 
remote contingency that they are al- 
lowed to have their way. Apart from 
these mechanical difficulties the story 
is well-handied, and it possesses a 
sufficient interest to stand on its own 
feet. Which, alas, makes its fanciful 
embroidery of class propaganda all 
the more objectionable. 


French Province Novel. 


THE SURVIVORS. By Rene Behaine. 
With a foreword by Ford Madox 
Ford. Houghton-Mifflin Company, 
Boston. 378 pp. $2.50. 

Fifty million Frenchmen, says the 
legend, can’t be wrong. But the pro- 
vincial French are neither so numer- 
ous as all that, nor do they maintain 
this stupendous batting average of 
the intellect. Indeed, in this book they 
are mostly wrong. Their politics are 
wrong: their agricultural methods are 
worse vet: their system of land tenure 
slated for the bow-wows. Their reli- 


gion descends into a mere mumbling 
of Pater Nosters. with no real feeling 
behind it. In particular, and in a quite 
horrible way, are they wrong about 
their manner of bringing up their 
young. 

“The Survivors” is the first in a 
chain of novels, some of which have 
already been published in France. Its 
author, as critical of the French social 
system as only a Frenchmen could 
afford to be, is hailed by Ford Madox 
Ford as “the most remarkable living 
writer.” That is covering a great deal 
of territory, even for Mr. Ford. But 
there is no gainsaying the fact that 
M. Behaine is a great writer. He has 
something of the full sweep of Flau- 
bert: the same facility for making 
commonplace people and incidents 
yield great drama. His style is of a 
remarkable purity that has been 
well-preserved in translation, and he 
possesses in abundance that fine irony 
that is the inimitable gift of French 
letters.

My name is Jane Doe. 

I'm a freshman sorority rushee and this morn- 
fing by 10 o'clock I must pledge to one of the four 
big sororities here—the O. B. X., the Phi Pi, the 
Pi Pi and the Sigma Delta. I always remember 
them in that order because I learned my A B C’s 
backward and forward, so it’s much easier to list 
them alphabetically. 

Since rush week began last Wednesday after- 
noon and ended last night, there have been seven 
teas, five dances, two steak frys, one picnic, one 
breakfast, one carnival, a sport party and a motor 
trip. Today, there will be a lot more. 

Oh, yes, 1 had a bid—more than one to be 
exact, and was I thrilled! They came in the form 
of an invitation last Wednesday morning—I could 
hardly wait until I got home from school to open 
them. I wanted to stay home from school that day 
so that 1 could meet the postman at the door and 
receive the bids myself, but mother made me go. 

Well, when I got home there were the bids—all 
looking very formal, and in the form of invitations 
with the coat of arms of each placed on the top 
and in colors. The bids were something like this— 
“The ——— sorority extends to you a cordial invita- 
tion to become one of its members.” 

I don’t get home until nearly 3 o’clock and it 
was exactly at 3 that the real rushing “week” be- 
gan. Some of the sorority girls came by home to 
begin rushing !Mme, and they brought me a date- 
book. Then the fun began. From 3 o'clock Wed- 
nesday until 11 o'clock last night I had a date every 
hour—except school time-—and all the dates were 
with girls, but it was fun! 

The date-books have been fine. I never would 
have known where I was supposed to be or who 
was coming by for me or where I was going, un- 
less I had had one. I’m keeping mine for my 
memory book. They are very small and have blue 
covers. Inside there are the dates and rules ap- 
proved by the Pan-Hellenic Council. Then there 
are the pages for the dates. And in the back of 
the book, are a few pages for notes. I scribbled all 
over mine and now I can't read what I have 
written, 

The first day's dates began at 3 and lasted until 
10 that night, with one hour alloted to each so- 
rority. For instance, I could be with a girl or a 
group of girls from one sorority from 3 to 4 o'clock, 
another group from 4 to 5 and another from 5 to 6, 
and son on, I could never be with one group 
longer than an hour, no matter how much fun we 
were having. 

It was the same way Thursday and Friday, but 
on Saturday the hours were from 8 in the morning 
until 11 that night, and we could have dates for 
two hours.

No. 1. No rushee may pledge Or promise to 
pledge before Sunday morning at 10 o'clock, at 
which time only one representative from each so- 
rority will go to the rushee’s house 

No. 2. Rush week shall begin at 3 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon and shall end at 11 o'clock Sat- 
urday night. 

No. 3. Meeting places will be as follows: Pi Pi 
at Peacock Alley; Sigma Delta at the Colonnade: 
Phi Pi at the Pig ’n’ Whistle on Peachtree, and the 
OBX at Piper’s on West Peachtree. 

No. 4. Fill dates as previously arranged unless a 
change is absolutely necessary. If so, consult one 
of the Pan-Hellenic officers. 

No. 5. No rushee is allowed to be with a so- 
rority girl either before or after the scheduled 
rushing hours. There is to be absolutely no out- 
side communication after the scheduled meeting 
hours. 

No. 6. If rushees spend the night together on 
Saturday before pledge Sunday, their bids will be 
revoked by the Pan-Hellenic Council 

No. 7. Any girl making a rushee more than 15 
minutes late will be personally fined 50 cents for 
the first 15 minutes, and 50 cents for every ad- 
ditional 10 minutes after that. The money will be 
paid to the sorority which is kept waiting. These

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A GEORGIA FARMER LOOKS 


By L. P. JACKSON. 


A Georgia farmer stood on a bridge watching a 
swollen stream that was red with the clay of 
Georgia hills and heavy with the soil of its fields. 
A passing neighbor stopped to inquire what he 
saw in the muddy waters. 

“TI am watching the farms go by,” came his 
answer. 

The age-old question of erosion looms today as 
the number one problem of the south—a section 
largely dependent upon its agriculture. So many 
farms have “gone by” on the rushing waters of its 
streams that official Washington has been aroused 
to action, 

During his administration, President Roosevelt 
has established soil conservation stations, with at- 
tention concentrated upon the rapid depletion of 
American soil. 

Expert agronimists have been put to work to 
map a program whereby the fertility of the soul 
may be preserved. 

Trained agriculturists have sought to devise a 
terrace that would prevent the land from washing. 

Experiment stations and agricultural schools 
have experimented with every phase of crop rota- 
tion in an effort to build up the land 

Now comes a solution to the problem from a 
Georgia farmer. A solution that is amazing in ifs 
simplicity. A solution that bids to revolution- 
ize the time-honored method farming as prac- 
ticed in the south 

On his 700-acre farm, Bellevue, at Senoia, R. L. 
Hardy has devised and practiced for eight years a 
new method of cultivation that meets every phase 
of the problem—a method evolved from the prac- 
tical experience of a thinking man who “had to do 
something” to save his land 

‘His plan has attracted the attention of govern- 
ment officials in Washington. It has been studied 
by agriculturists and agronimists throughout neigh- 
boring states. It has been the subject of at least 
one radio broadcast, and of numerous magazine 
and newspaper articles 

Agricultural departments at the University of 
Georgia and at Alabama Polytchn Institute at 
Auburn have sent representatives to Bellevue to 
learn the method and see its results n fact, hardiy 
a day passes that Mr. Hardy does not show visitors 
over his fields and explain his pian of cultivation, 

But perhaps the most convincing proof of the 
merit of the plan Les in the outline of its four-fold 
advantages. While it is simple and easy to follow, 
it offers (1) complete elimination of erosion; (2) 
constant improvement of the soil: (3) marked de- 
crease in labor and the cost of production; and (4) 
the reseeding of the land without the work and ex- 
pense of replanting cover crops. Which sounds 
something like a fairy tale until you hear Mr. 
Hardy’s explanation of it 

The keynote of Mr. Hardy's plan is vegetation. 
Indeed, he claims that the salvation of southern 
agriculture is vegetation—a direct contradiction to 
the clean row crop cultivation that southern farm- 
ers have practiced for generations. And he ably 
supports his claim with the argument that nature's 
plan of conserving and enriching the soil is by the 
use of vegetation. 

“Whenever man abandons land,” he says, “na- 
ture immediately takes charge by starting some 
kind of growth, eventually covering it with weeds, 
trees, and other vegetation that gradually restore 
its fertility. In fact, wherever man has failed to 
work hand in hand with nature, the soil has be- 
come so impoverished and eroded that it is almost 
impossible to produce a normal or profitable crop 
on most of the soil of this section. 

“The farmer proceeds with his present system 
of clean row crop cultivation year after year,” con- 
tinues Mr. Hardy, “and in his eagerness to gather 
as much as possible from his present crop, he loses 
sight of the conservation of his soil for future crops. 
{ As a consequence, he is almost ready to give up in

despair without realizing that he has brought it 
all on himself by violating the laws of nature.” 

A lover of the soil and a man ,f vision, Mr. 
Hardy has kept space with modern farming meth- 
ods. He has long been a staunch advocate of tne 
planting of legun crops to restore mitro- 
gen to the soil—nitrogen being one of the ingred- 
‘fents most often lacking in Georgia soil—and to 
prevent erosion while the land is idie. 

He has entirely discarded the use of terraces on 
his farm. But there are no washes on his land, and 
no gullies in his fields. At best, a terrace is only 
partly effective against heavy winter rains and 
spring freshets. 

The government agricultural agencies have 
spent thousands of dollars trying to perfect a broad 
terrace—their best combined effort, perhaps—de- 
signed to hold rainwater in check and prevent from 
washing huge gullies through the land. But this 
proved expensive to build and maintain. 

Here is the plan briefly sketched by Mr. Hardy, 
step by step. He begins by planting his farm in 
legumes in the early fall. For this purpose he pre- 
fers crimson clover and vetch, for with many years 
of experience, he finds that these legumes, in addi- 
tion tu enriching the soil, will reseed readily when 
handled according to his method. Then he pro- 
ceeds with his cultivation along what he calls “the 
balk system.” 

He allows his clover and vetch to grow through 
the fall and winter to protect his soil from washing, 
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and to store it with nitrogen. In the spring he lays 
it off in contour rows, making them four feet apart 
for corn or cotton. This is done by means of a 
two-horse middle-burster. which leaves a wide, 
deep furrow. He lists on this furrow with a small 
scooter. leaving undisturbed the space between the 
rows, which is called a balk. 

Corn or cotton is planted In this list and the 
crop is cultivated as needed without plowing out 
the balk until the clover or vetch seed have ma- 
tured. Then the balk is plowed down and cultiva- 
tion is continued as desired. The matured seed in 
this balk will begin to germinate with the first 
autumn rainfall. and will be sufficient to cover thc 
land for another season, without the expense of 
buying and planting new seed. 

When the contour furrows overflow with rain- 


water, the water has to sift through the vegetation 
in the balk, which slows down its speed, and it 
will finally soak into the ground. As a result there 
will be no washing of the land, and the rainwater 
will be stored in the soil for future use. 

Mr. Hardy has adopted the four-foot row as 
being practical in the balk system for either corn 
or cotton, as this allows sufficient room for the 
growing vegetation in the middle, or balk. 

A mixture of crimson clover and Ltalian rye 
grass seed, planted in the early fall, has been used 
for a number of years on the Hardy farm to ad- 
vantage, as it makes a fine quality of hay and af- 
fords splendid grazing for livestock in the winter 
and early spring, when summer pastures ire dor- 
reant. In the balk system. this mixture will ma- 
ture seed after the livestock has been removed af 
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fines can be collected only if the rushee confirms 
and signs a written statement. Pes 

No. 8. No rushee and sorority girl may spend 
the night together during rush week. 

No. 9. If a sorority member is seen double- 
dating with a rushee any time during rush week, 
there will be a personal fine of $5. 

No. 10, There is to be no sending of letters, tele- 
grams, candy, flowers, etc., at any time during 
rush week. 

No. 11. Alumnae must abide by rushing rules. 

No. 12. Violation of any Pan-Hellenic rule dur- 
ing rush week shall be punishable by a personal 
fine of $5. 

No. 13. If a rushee does not accept her bid or 
bids she is not eligible to become a member of an- 
other sorority until the following year. 

No. 14. If a rushee breaks her pledge, she is 
not permitted to pledge to another sorority for a 
period of three months. 

No. 15. Any complaint pertaining to rushing or 
rush week must be written in the form of a state- 
ment and turned over to the vice president of the 
plaintiff sorority. 

No. 16. All fines must first go through the Pan- 
Hellenic Counci] before they are paid. 

No. 17. Any sorority member not paying her 
fines within a week of notifying is suspended in- 
definitely from her own sorority if tried by the 
Pan-Hellenic Council and found guilty. 

After I read all those rules that pertained to 
the rushees I said to myself, “Jane Doe you MUST 
follow those rules,” :

the beginning of the summer. The seed will be 
plowed under with the vegetation in the balk, and 
with the germination in September and October, 
the cycle begins all over again. 

Believing that livestock is an important ad- 
junct to a well-rounded farm program, Mr. Hardy 
always maintains a herd of Jerseys at Bellevue. To 
furnish a grazing pasture for his cattle during the 
winter, crimson clover and rye grass seed are sewn 
on the Bermuda grass sod on which they graze 
during the summer, thereby producing year-round | 
pasturage. 

In order to save his seed for planting additional 
fields and pastures, he felt the need of a clover seed 
harvester. But there was no practical machine for 
the purpose on the market. So, with necessity 
mothering the invention, he devised and constructed 
a rotary seed harvester from an old grain binder. 
This improvised machine has been used on his farm 
for 15 years, and copies of the idea are now in use 
throughout the state. 

C. L. Veatch, project manager of the Soil Con- 
servation Service, United States Department of 
Agriculture, located at LaGrange, declares Mr. 
Hardy's balk system to be the best and most prac- 
tical method of its kind ever to come to his ate: 
tention. He recently used it as the subject of a 
radio broadcast in an interview wiht J. B. Fordham, 
project agronimist, on his farm features program 
which he presents weekly. 

B. H. Hendrickson, superintendent of the South- 
ern Piedment Experiment Station at Athens, and 
his associates were so impressed with the plan that. 
it is being given a trial at the Piedmont. station 
this year. 

It is the concensus of those who understand the 
workings of the plan and have been its results 
vear after year at Bellevue, that it means the dawn 
of a new era in southern agriculture.

| There he attended the Conserv- 
atory by day and played in cafes 
at night to earn &is food and 
board. But at 17 he was graduated 
with first honors. He was head

The Spanish pianist arrived for 
the first time in the United States 
in October, 1929. Ina little more 
than three months he had become 
a sensation in America. Since that 
time he has returned each season, 
and has become an outstanding 
favorite. 

Iturbi’s phenomenal develop- 
ment as a conductor has also been 
significant. Always a student of 
orchestral literature and baton 
technique, his chance came in the 
spring of 1933. 

Mexico Conquered. 

He was in Mexico City, playing 
20 recitals in six weeks. The pub- 
lic was in the palm of his hand. 
It was then that he seized the op- 
portunity to step from keyboard 
to podium, a step so successful 
that since that time his years have 
been divided between playing and 
conducting. 

Iturbi’s program for Thursday 
night opens with the Air With Va- 
riations, “‘The Harmonious Black- 
smith,” by Handel, followed by 
Bach’s' “Chromatic Fantasy and 
Fugue,” and then the masterful 
and brilliant “Etudes Symphon- 
iques,” by Robert Schumann. 

The second half of the program 
will open with two Chopin works, 
“Fantasie-Impromptu” and “‘Scher- 
zo in B Flat Minor.” These will be 
followed by “Poissons d'or 
fish) and “Feus dartifice” (fire- 
works), both by Debussy.

Many have asked, “What is the 
range of the voice of Lily Pons?” 

It is said that the voice of the 
prima donna soars up and beyond 
the highest note of any of our 
most famous prima donnas of this 
or other days. She can sing with 
ease from middle C in the lower 
register to A above high C. 

All the famous singers of other 
days—Patti, Melba, Sembrich, 
Etelka Gerster—never went. be- 
yond a high F in public, though 
Gerster could take a high G, so 
reports say. 

In “Laicia di Lammermoor,” the 
much discussed high note of the 
Viad Scene Miss Pons sings it, 
is F. a whole tone higher than it 
is usually sung. Donizetti, it seems, 
wrote this scene in E flat. When 
he came to Paris for the presenta- 
tion of his opera in 1938, he 
changed the key to F, because he 
found a singer who could take this 
note. Her name was Mile. Nau, 
and she created a sensation in 
Paris at the time. Since that time, 
until Lily Pons appeared, no oth- 
er singer has atttempted this key. 

About Iturbi’s Program. 

When Jose Iturbi plays in con- 
cert Thursday night at the Atlan- 
ta Woman's Club auditorium the 
piece de resistance for most mu- 
sicians and music lovers will be 
the “Etudes Symphoniques,” by 
Robert Schumann. It is a work of 
the grandest caliber, which alone 
would be sufficient to secure 
Schumann a place in the first 
rank of composers for piano, so 
overpowering is the display of his 
own individual treatment of the 
instrument. It is profuse wit 
ideas and he boldly turns the va- 
riation-form to an _ individual 
treatment. This work seems to be 
all-encompassing both in piano 
technique and piano tonal ex- 
pression. 

The whole work is dedicated to 
William Sterndale Bennett. The 
beginning of the chief subject is a 
fragment of the celebrated  ro- 
mance in Marschner’s “Templer 
und Judin.” It is an ingenious way 
of paying a compliment to his be- 
loved English composer.

On Garden Subjects 


For a couple of months in the fall, 
October and November, all of our 
minds dweil at some length on the 
fall planted bulbs and visions pass 
before our mind of beauty that we 
will enjoy next spring. Seldom it is 
that we forget our friends, the tulips, 
or the hyacinths or the daffodils. 
These enormous old families have so 
many sons and daughters, grandchil- 
dren, uncles and aunts that parade 
their virtues that it almost is impos- 
sible for them to be forgotten. 

There are a number of spring 
flowering bulbs that fill very definite 
uses in our gardens that are so often 
forgotten. It is about these little or- 
phans that we want to talk about 
today. 

Ranunculus. 

What a pity it is that there is a 
bulb named ranunculus. If that name 
means no more to you than it does 
to us—Iit means not one thing. Such 
an ugly name—yet the flower is one 
of the brightest, cheeriest, daintiest 
little flowers that we have. It is an 
ideal rock garden plant since it grows 
seldom more than 12 inches high and 
has right attractive folage. Called 
ranunculus when it is a little dainty 
pompon dahlia-like 


ranunculus when in the spring we 
will be reminded of enormous double 
popplies that for some reason never 
grow up. The colors that are found

in the ranunculus are many, includ- 
ing white, yellow, rose, crimson, scar- 
let and orange. 

The bulb from which this flower 
is grown Is most unusual in appear- 
ance. It seems that it is a tiny clump 
of dahlia tubers, and they are as 
hard, dry and brittle as if every bit 
of life is gone. In planting place the 
prongs down and cover very firmly 
with from two to three inches of soil. 
For the most effective use they may 
be planted in groups of about six to 
twelve bulbs ina clump. Plant them 
fairly close together—about six in- 
ches, as the plants are not very large. 


Anemones. 


The best companion for ranunculus 
In the garden, either in the rock gar- 
den or in the bulb border, is the 
dainty little anemone. Anemone is 
very fortunate in that it has acquired 
a common name, windflower. This 
common name has not been approved 
by the American joint committee on 
horticulture nomenclature, but they 
have our permission to go ahead and 
call the poor little fellow anemone 
while we are calling it windflower. 

Windflower or anemone is a beau- 
tiful little dwarf spring flower seldom 
growing as high as a foot. It makes 
an ideal plant for the rock garden 
and the St. Brigid anemone likes a 
moist, cool situation. A good plan to 
follow is that of placing considerable 
peat moss about the bulbs when they 
are planted. 

The French anemones, very similar 
to the St. Brigid in appearance pre- 
fer a well-drained situation, and for 
this reason should be planted with a 
handful of sand. Care should be

Question: I have some English ivy 
on the west side of my house. The 
leaves have turned black and appear 
scalded. Can you suggest a cause for 
this? 

Answer: I 
trouble since the 
weather in August. Also my acuba 
have many leaves scalded. I feel 
that it has been caused by the dry 
heat. 

Question: How long before I 
should plant narcissus to be in bloom 
for Christmas? 

Answer: I think that you can 
count on blooms in about eight weeks 
from the time that you plant them. 
I know that it takes three weeks to 
force lily-of-the-valley pips to bloom 
from the time that they are planted. 

Question: How early would you 
transplant pansies? 

Answer: I find it hard to say, for 
so much depends on the weather. If 
October is cool and moist I should 
transplant early. If the weather re- 
mains hot and dry I should wait for 
cooler weather. Pansies like mois- 
ture and cool temperatures, and much 
food. It would be well to make the 
bed in which you will later place 
them. Use plenty of humus—well 
decayed manure will provide this. 

Do not forget that October is the 
month when we give lime to our 
lilacs. Use a teacup full for a plant 
about four feet high. Or a pint for 
one six or seven feet tall. Remember 
that soil treated with lime gives up 
it’s plant food readily and it is neces- 
sary to replace it oftener. So late in 
February or early in March be sure 
to feed lilacs generously. Well de- 
cayed manure is splendid, but you 
can use super-phosphate,  Fertilize 
again in July. 

If you wish to have Oriental pop- 
pies next spring you should plant 
them at once. Fall is the best time 
of all the year to move these plants. 


have had the same

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taken that there is plenty of natural 
drainage. 

By the way, these two companion 
flowers may both be used as pot 
flowers and grown in the house. For 
best results follow the old-fashioned 
plan of planting them in shallow 
pots, plunging them into the ground 
and leaving them there until early 
in December when they may be 
brought into the house. Do not bring 
them directly to the hottest room in 
the house, but first leave them in 
the sun parlor for a few days or a 
week and then bring them in to a 
warmer room. Because of their 
dwarf growth and habit of blooming 
prolifically they make a most pleas- 
ing house plant. 

Grape Hyacinths. 

In the very earliest spring we have 
our crocus with us warning us that 
winter is over and the hot days will 
soon be back. The crocus reminds 
us of the yellows and whites that 
seem to characterize our. earliest 
spring flowers. And two beautiful 
colors they are after spending a 
winter that is all too full of browns 
and grays. The one color that needs 
to be added to this couple is blue and 
nowhere can be found a better blue 
than in heavenly blue grape hya- 
cinths. This dainty little flower will 
add as much to your garden colors 
as will the blue-birds that are at 
that time heading north again. 

These grape hyacinths have a won- 
derful virtue in that they will grow 
well under almost any conditions no 
matter how adverse they may be. 
For best results they prefer a rather 
light sandy soil, fairly well open in 
character. Our old friend, drainage, 
that has to be thought of so often 
when considering any of the bulbous 
plants, must be considered. Almost 
all of the bulbs lie in the ground al- 
most dormant throughout the winter. 
If the yare allowed to stand in the 
cold winter water they are almost 
certain to rot before they start active 
growth in the spring. 

Grape hyacinths are probably most 
effective when used as a border for

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border for the shrubbery planting. 

They should be planted in drifts, or 

naturalized for best results and most 

startling, attractive effects. 
Snowdrops. 

For a real early warning of the 
coming of spring, be sure and plant 
a few snowdrops. These too, have 
a funny name that is sometimes used, 
galanthus. Given a rather light soil, 
in sun or shade, and left to them- 
selves, they usually become well es- 
tablished and will need no further 
attention for years except a light 
mulch in the fall. It is one of the 
best of all bulbs for tucking away 
in corners, close to the base of larger 
evergreens, between clumps of larger 
growing bulbous plants. Plant the 
bulbs as soon as they may be secured 
and plant them fairly shallow, about 
three inches. 

Snowdrops are seldom planted in 
the house, and yet they make a very 
attractive plant there. They should 
be planted in a rather shallow con- 
tainer, such as those bowls generally 
used for planting paper white narcis- 
sus, 

Crocus. 

One of our old friends that each 
spring we recognize as a néw one, 1s 
the crocus, probably the best known 
of the late winter flowering bulbs. 
There are three distinct ways of 
planting crocus for very charming 
and attractive effects. 

The first is to plant the bulbs in a 
border irregularly grouped well to- 
ward the front of a mixed perennial 
or bulb border. In this case at least 
25 should be in each group. 

The second is to naturalize them 
in patches, or drifts, along the front 
edge of the shrubbery border with a 
few stray bulbs running into the 
grass. 

The third and most common meth- 
od of planting is to naturalize them 
on the lawn, either on terraces or 
banks or underneath the small trees. 
They make a most charming effect. 

Crocus should not be planted too 
deep—about three inches. If they are 
to be planted in the lawn a dibble 
should be used in order that the grass 
will not be harmed in any way. 

While growing satisfactorily in a 
wide range of soil, they like hya- 
cinths, prefer a well-drained, gritty 
soil, :

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The next morning state troopers 
visited Mrs. Mae McCann, vacation- 
ing near Port Jefferson, L. L, and 
took her to Brooklyn for question- 
ing, along with a guest, Charles Mc- 
Ewan, a former reporter she had 
known for years.

They went 
directly to the cabin after leaving 
the cabaret, she said. 

The former wife related that, aft- 
er she learned Frank had falien for 
another woman, she hired private de- 
tectives to get evidence of adultery 
upon whigh to base a New York di- 
vorce. The sileuths had gotten no- 


where. Then, she said, she had mov- 
ed to South Oxford street, near Miss 
O’Keefe’s home, so that she could 
watch the pair herself. 

Finally she had taken a room in 
the very same house in which her 
rival lived. She had spent two weeks 
there. watching Frank and Gertrude 
as they spent hours at a time in the 
vestibule. 

But she never got the evidence she 
was seeking, and so went to Reno. 

Assistant District Attorney Digio- 
vanna outlined his case against the 
accused woman in a hearing before 
Magistrate Charles Solomon on the 
28th. One new detail brought out 
in this proceeding was the fact that 
the autopsy had indicated that Frank 
was mildly intoxicated at the time 
of his death. 

Also brought out was that Miss 
O’Keefe had told Lieutenant John 
Meenahan: “I don’t know of any one 
in the world who had more justifi- 
cation or provocation to kill him— 
but I didn’t do it.” 

The case was adjourned until the 
next day at the request of the prose- 
cutor. He said that a mysterious 
witness, who had called his office on 
the telephone, might have important 
evidence. However, this turned out 
to be another false alarm. 

In his closing argument on the 
29th, Digiovanna said: 

“I think the people have made out 
a prima facie case. This case rests 
on circumstantial] evidence against 
this defendant. I believe that we 
have established the two elements 
that are required for a magistrate to 
hold a defendant—first, that a crime 
has been committed: and second, that 
there is sufficient reason to believe 
that the accused committed that 
crime. 

“She had a motive. She evaded, 
she concealed, she lied, she falsified. 
When you look at the case in its en- 
tirety there is sufficient evidence to 
hold this woman for the grand jury. 
There is sufficient motive. She had 
the opportunity, and I’m convinced 
from all the evidence of evasion and 
concealment that this defendant com- 
mitted this crime.” 

He added that it was “certainly 
an important, coincidence that this 
man was murdered on the block on 
which this _woman. lived a short 


‘time after they had a violent quar- 


rel.” 

Leibowitz asserted that if there 
was anything in the evidence that 
pointed to the innocence of his client 
“it was the fact that when the cops 
came to her apartment she still har- 
bored a fear that gorillas, hired by 
Frank, had been sent to get her Iiet- 
ters.” 

He admitted the state had estab- 
lished that she had a motive, then 
added: 

“A million people had an oppor- 
tunity to kill him. If the district at- 
torney went before a judge and jury 
with the evidence he has submitted 
here the judge would direct a verdict 
of acquittal.” 

Magistrate -Solomon 
“I think so, too.” 

The court then dismissed the homi- 
cide charge and ruled that Miss 
O'Keefe be released in $1,000 bail on 
the gun charge. 

Leibowitz brought her to Solomon 
and she said in a clear, almost vi- 
brant voice: “I want to thank you, 
Judge, for what you have done.”
